We have said lliat Jiis lordship had 
lofig enjojed an exemption (rum the 
scoui^e of criticism ; but it was not al- 
ifdys so nor was the lenity of the 
critics owing to the humility with 
which he, at any time, kissed the rod. 
The Edinburgh Reviewers frowned 
terribly at the peccadillos of his lord- 
ship's lisping rouse. The venial pue- 
riliiies of some Juvenile performances, 
trhich that eageroess for notoriety that 
has been the bane of his life, impeiled 
him to print, drew down upon him, 
from those obdurate ceniors, a de- 
nunciation that might have daunted a 
veteran. So far, however, fiom hispir- 
hg hit loidahip with diffidence in hia 
lowers, or operating to dissuade him 
tfom his frvourite pursuits, this severity 
of reprehension, whibi it iofiamed bis 
ire, suggested a means of appeasing bis 
wrath. His retort in the satire of the 
* English Bards and Scotch Reviewers,* 
•tbrded him, at oote, the gratiiicatiott 
.of revenge and the €dat of triumph, 
Its infloence was not confined to pro- 
ducing a change in |iublic ienliment ; 
but strange as it may seem, it wrcHighl 
a prodigious revolution in the minds of 
bis adversaries.

This earlj and aipial diMomfituie of 
the Qol iatha of literature, thoogb achiev* 
ed by a stripling, with little moie than 
a pebble, was enough to deter less 

doughty champions from hazarding a 
conflict. Nor was tlie effect of this 
exploit merely to avert the danger of 
atiack. Whilst thu (nv who h:^d fell 
his force, or feared his vigour, were 
awed at least into respectful siknce, the 
many who rejoiced in the defeat of the 
vanquisbed, cotispired to extol the 
prowess of the victor: — and, untorlu- 
natcly, his lordship was weak enough to 
inoD'tire bis desert by the scale of their 
gratitude. 

The noble author did not repose loi^ 
upon his lafirels. He soon made ahold 
eipcrimcnt upon the strength of his re* 
putation ; which unhappily bore him oot 
in it He waaahle, and his very temerity 
and extravagance were accessary to hie 
success, to hring into vogue a new style 
of poetiy, compared with which every 
thu^ Chat had preceded it was Came.

actors in that eventful perioU ; and 
with all tbe varieties of the bumaa 
character, impelled to action by tbe 
grand machinery of war, contributed 
more, perhaps, than any similar period 
of his life, to extend his knowledtre of 
the world, and to n)ature his capacity 
(or usefulness. In after life, he often 
adverted to bit connexion with tbe 
army, and drew, Aom his experience 
and obaervations during that period, 
many topics of remark and instruction, 
fruitful in the illustration of the human 
cliaracter. While in the army he took 
every proper opportunity of insinuating 
iwtnictioo, in tbe happiest manner, into 
the minds of the yooager offioen and 
*;o!dicrs: he was coropasatonately atten- 
tive to thobc who were under •■eritence 
of death, endeavouring to pre{)are Uw.m 
for Lhis solemn event, and was some- 
times gratified by receiving their tbanks 
when a pardon bad taved them from be* 
ing sentf prematurely, to their account. 

*Tb€ death of his father, A. D. 1777, 
in a remote part of tli« continent, to 
ivhich bu^niess bad led him, now cast 
upon Mr. Dwight tbe care of a nume- 
mm family, of brotbera and ststera, 
(of iriiom be waa tbe eldest) for whose 
immediaie support and education, and 
tUtimate c^^tablishment in life, it was in* 
cumbent on him chiefly to provide. 
His coouexioo with the army was, 
tbeiefere, dimolved, and, during the 
four or five mcoeeding years, lie waa 
moat laboriously employed, at North- 
ampton, in the discharge of the highest 
filial and fraternal duli^s. wliiie a ccmi- 
mencing family of his own, aibo, de- 
iiiauded hiB care. 

' Some aupericf mtnds seem capable 
of excelling, in almost any pursuit, de* 
pending upon intellectual vigour, and, 
the particular direction which ihcy ac- 
tually receive, appears often to arise 
irom intrinsic circmnstances.

at Northampton, bis talents were called 
into action in the sphere of political 
life. In the year 1782, he served the 
citizens ot th:it town, as their represen- 
tative, in the General Court of the 
Commoawealth, convesed in Boston. 

* Tbe situation of tbe country being 
very critical, two long sessions were 
liel'i, in which Mr. Dwiglil gained great 
influence, as a member, and much re- 
putation as a public speaker. Me was 
soltcited, by men of eminence, to allow 
himself to be named as a candidate ibr 
a seat in Congress, then in tbe gift of 
the Massachusetts Legislature, and it 
seems evident, that had Providence 
allotted hiin ;i stntiun in the political 
wurld, he wouid have risen to the high- 
est usefulness and distinction. 

'He bad, originally, studied Che law, 
with the intention of making it bis pro* 
fession, and, had he been actuated by 
the love of money, or by political am- 
hilion, his way would probably have 
been clear, to the gratification of the 
one, and tbe attainment of the other. 

* During his short connexion with po* ' 
litical life, he repeatedly exerted his 
influence in the county meetings of 
Hampshire, in favour of law and order, 
then threatened with subversion ; and 
he was eminently instrumental, and 
that against no small weight of cha- 
racter and eflfort, in procuring the adop- 
tion of tbe new constitution of Massa- 
chusetts. 

* Bulii hii inclination and his views of 
duly led hitn to the pulpit; about this 
time he declined offiers of settlement, 
both at BeVterly and at Cbarlestown. 

* Towards the close of the year 1783, 
he accepted an invitation from the peo- 
ple of (jrreentield, in ihia Slate, to be- 
come their minister, and was establish- 
ed there accordingly. During nearly 
thirteen years, that be remained Cliere» 
he enjoyed great celebrity, as a preach- 
er, as an instructor of youth, and as an 
individual. 

* It was, during his reHdcnce at 
Greenfield, in the year 17bo, that he 
gave his Conquest of f anaan lo the 
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woiiit It was fioiabed, tnd was lo 
liaTa beeo published about tlw com- 
mencement of the American revolution* 
A fist of more thao three thousand sub- 
scribers — (a subscription almost unpa- 
ralleled iu ibis country for any book, 
dbd aapecialiy at that period) evioces 
to what estiiDatioii toe auttior was 
held. — The . dangers of Cbe couotr/ 
soon becaose, hoirpver, so imminent, 
th:it fear and patriotism absorbed every 
other jsentiment ; and the promised 
work was kept back till the :3irui^gle 
was past. 

' The Cooqiiast of Canaan wa? the 
first regular poem of roagoitude which 
was written in this country, and exhi- 
' bits the most indubitable proofs of a 
vigorous miod,— a rich aod sublime 
imaginatioo, and « pore and virtuous 
moral taste. Darwio prooouoced it to 
cootain 6ne versificatioD — Cowper pe- 
ruseH if with pleasure, and the British 
Critic bestowed vpon it au honourable 
praise. A fair copy, fully written out, 
io the beautilul baud fat which the an- 
tbor was, io early life, distinguished, ii 
still in possessioBof his fainil)^, aod wiN, 
doubtless, be preserved for the ioipec- 
tion of posterity. 

* It does not come within tlie design 
of ilieie remarks, to specify every pro- 
duction of a miod so remarkable for 
activitf, feitilitj, and ?if0ur ; this may, 
hereafter, become the proviKO of the 
professed biographer. 

* The last work of magnitude to 
which Greenfield Hill gave buUi, is the 
poem, or cottectioo of poems, bearing 
its name. 

* Both Qrednfiald Hill and the Con< 
quest of Canaan, were republished in 
Kogland in a handsome '>ty:e. 

* The degree of Doctor of Divinity 
was conferred upon the subject of these 
obaerfations, A. D. 1787, hy the eel- 
lege of Nassau- Hall, at Princeton, as 
that of Doctor of Laws waa^ in 1810, 
hjr Harvard University. 

* Not long btlore Dr. Dwight left 
Greeo^eld he decUoed au advantageous 
pro]^«inl In mum toilbany. 



*Dr. Dwight bed now arrived at the 
Ibrtjr'lhird year of his age. In the me- 
ridian of life — mature in 'experience 

and in reputation ; lon^ practised in 
the ditlicult task of instructing and go- 
verniug youth j familiar with the courses 
of academic learning, and imbued 
with the principles of oMst branches 
of hnman knowledge ; — also possemiog 
powers of communication, almost un* 
rivalled, and his whole character sur- / 
luundfed with great dignity and splen> 
dour, the public voice with unprece* 
dented nnantmitf , designated to him 
to fill the presidential chair, in this ae* 
mioary, which, in May, 1795, was va- 
cated, hy the death of the learned and 
venerable Dr. Sides. 

* The Corporation, at an early meet- 
ing after thii evenlf elected him presi- 
dent ; and he commenned the neit col- 
legiate year in the dischai^ of the 
duties of bis high office. 

* We are now to c(Milemplate him io 
a new and most iuteresting situation.-^ 
it seemed na if all the dispensations of 
providence towards him had been 
adapted to qualify him for the station in 
which, with the most dij-linmiished re- 
putation and usefulness, he was to pass 
the remainder of his days. 

* The public have been little aware 
of the etient and diversity of the la- 
bours of President Dwight, in this In- 
stitution. He has, in fact, discharged 
tlie duties of four offices, either of which 
is, ordinardy, considered as sufficient 
to engross Lhc Lime aud Laieuls of one 

man. 

* His system of sermons, upon the 
composition of which he bestowed the 

most aniious care, and the completion 
of which he bad very much at heart, 
is comprised in oiie hundred and seven- 
tjr-thiee dweouraaa, oompletelj written 
out, and tudf §k the press. Provi- 
dence permitted him to achieve this 
great labour, and tO put the last finish- 
ing hand to it not long before his 
death. 

' His ardent wish and endeavour w?s, 
to napinw the gronnds of distiMlion bn* 
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tween different classes of Cbristiaos, 
tnd to unite tbem all in tfae great work 

of doing good to man, rendering bonoar 
to God, and seeking eterrjal life. 

« It woul.l Im' superfluous to enter 
into a cou5i(ier;ilic»n of his system of 
sermons ; — muiiduiie?, l)0th members 
of' this instltttCion, and o<ber«, tw/t 
heard Ibem, more or Icae extensively, 
and, as they are left in a finidlied state, 
and vvifl, we !if>|>e, !)o! I)c Ifirr.' withiifld 
frum the public, they will >ltli sytak 
for thenwelves. 

* In the period imnediatelx preced- 
ing the prendeocj of Dr. Dwi^t, the 
college church amoi^ the students 
was almost eitinct ; it came, at last, to 
consist of only two members, and soon 
after his accession it dwindled to a sin- 
gle person. But^ for the last fifteen or 
ifiteeo 7«ar8, it bas» generally, em- 
braced one fourth, — sometimes one third 
of the students. During the whole of 
his pre^idencv it appears that there 
were adiiutied to full communion, in- 
cluding those recomaietided froui other 
cbttrcbef , about two hundred persons* 

* The churches of this part of our 
land are eitensively indebted to him, 
for an ab!e revision of Dr. Watts* 
P<a!tn«, and for a select collection of 
Hymns, both executed at the request 
of the highest authority .of the cengre- 
^alional and presbyterian churches. No 
Man in this country was so well quali- 
fied for this delicate task, and it wilt be 
^ lasting memorial of bis talents, taste, 
and piety. 

* NotwUbbtanding the indubitable 
marks of sbpcrioriiy, and tbe natural 
digjnity which surrounded him ; no man 
ever made tbe humble, the timid, the 
poor, and the brokm-hearted, realize 
more fully than he did, that tbey tuid 
k>und a friend. 

* As an Instructor, in academte litera- 
fun, we can nem^ hope to see hhn 
Mrpassed; it wilt be well indeed if he 
be ever equalled. 

* It wa«? never any part of his plan 
merely lo discharge his duty : — he did 
it with bis whole ti«iuJ oiid heart, and 



thought uolhing adeouaieljf done, till 
aU was done that the case admitted 
of. 

* As a Govcrmor of the College, the 
sncri ^^ol President Dwighl hn«n«»t Ix^ea 
less icinarkable than hi^ useiulnei>s as 
an in^uuctor. In comaiendiog his sys* 
tern of discipline and government, no 
censure is intended lo be implied, witil 
respect to tbe course which bad beta 
purMjf'd by hi? immediate predecessors, 
it is but ju-<t, hovfcver, lo say, that 
the experience of more than twenty- 
one years has proved, that a great se- 
minaiy may be governed upon tbe same 
principles as a private family ; and al* 
lhuin;}i the parallelism may not hold, in 
every particular and every degree, it is 
ascertained, on the mmt abundant ex- 
perience, that, ill ail common cases, it 
is complete. 

' This was the great secMt of Preai* 
dent Dvvight*s government ; it was a 
s^vay of io^ence rather than of coer- 
sion. 

< During the administration of Presi- 
dent D wight, public disgraceful punish- 
ments have been few — relbrmations 
have been nuineroos, and no instance 
has occurred, of s general oppositioo l» 
lawful authority. 

* Under his au.spices, the number of 
the academical jostructors was doubled ; 
besides the entire addition of tbe Kedi* 
cal Faculty. 

* He had spent, in different capaci- 
ties, hall hi^ life in this College, and 
twenty-seven of his best years had 
been .most laboriously employed in its 
service. 

* President Dwtghf, fn the course of 

his life, bad directed, in a greater or 
less degree, life education of more than 
two thousand youth. 

*Hc employed most of his vacations 
for eighteen or twenty years, in travel- 
ling over the Nvw-Engiand States, an4 
the Stafe of New-York, in wery inany 
directions, for tbe purpose of giving an 
account ot the country in every impor- 
tant point in which it would be inter-

1816.— A Mrs. W , of thi« cit/, 

who bad formerly gone throogb the 
small pox, was a tew days before lying- 
in, casually exposed to the variolous 
contagion. She went her full time, and 
was delivered of a Jiving cliild', which 
sickened on the second day after birth, 
and on the fourth and fiflh days, was 
oovereJ with eruptions of a confluent 
small pox. The child died on the nine- 
teenth day. It is almost su|jerflunus to 
mention that the mother did not takf the 
disorder, or show any visibly marks of 
its operation. As to the disease with 
which the in&nl was aflfected, being a 
genuine and well marked case of small 
pox, there cotjid not be llic smallest 
GOuI)( ; nm\ m fl>i« opinion the Reporter 
was further conlinned by the concur- 
rence of Dr. Hosack, whom be request- 
ed to see the case. A similar instance 
of tbe communis riti on of small pos is 
recorded by Dr. Mead ; and cases 
by Dr. Jenner, in the first volume of 
the Medico Chiruri;ical Transactions of 
London. One practical inference to 
be drawn ftoiD them is, that it is dan- 
eerous both to the mother and tb.'* child, 
for a pregnant woman to i xpose herself 
to the cnn'ngion of sni.ill pox, even 
Uiough ihe may have had that disease. 

The cases of varicella, or chicken 
pox, were chiefly of tbe confluent kind, 
and by an inattentive observer, might 
easily have been mistaken for small 
pox. 

The other principal acute disorders 
that remain to be noticed, consisted 
mostly of a few cases of rheumatism ; 
inflammation of the eyes md throat ; dy- 
•lenteria; and cholera, chiefy of intots. 



On the subject of chronic complaints, 
some remarks will be oftred in futuct 
numbers. Tbe most prevalent, and at 

the same time most important ones, 
<hirir]g the period under consideration, 
were asthenia, or cases of general debi- 
lity, comprehending a large proportion 
of diseases usually <llenominated ner- 
vous ; chronic rheumatisms ; catarrhal 
and pulmonary afiections ; disorders of 
Ifie stomach, intestinal canal, and ute- 
rine !-yftteiii ; and lastly, a large nuuibt-r 
of chronic eruptions of the skin, of va- 
rious kinds, but chiefly the scabies ; 
the papulous eruptions, particularly the 
prurigo, or severe itching of tbe skin, 
both general and It c i1 ; the porrigo, or 
scald-head ; some tubercular afiections ; i 
the iiuatid, or runnmg, and the dry, or 
scaly tetter; tbe pityriasis oc dandruff; 
and a case of lepra. In tracing tbe 
origin and causes ef tt)ese aflectious of 
the skin, they were often found to be 
connected with a general vitiated halHt 
of body, sometimes with disorders of 

the stomach, with obstructions of some 
of the viscera, or a state of asthenia, or 

general debility. But the most fre- 
quent of all causes, was the tiabitual 

neglect of cleauline'?. 

In some cases of c!)ronic rheumatism 
which came under the treatment of the 
Reporter, after proper evacuations, the 
most decided beiielits were experienced 
from the use of flie Peruvian bark, and 
the Pelvis Doveri, given at night As 
an embrocatioa to the afliected joints, 
the patients were sometimes ordered 
e(jual parts of the volatile ir.d snip !it)i- 
nienls, u iib a small quantily oi Tiuc- 
tura Opii. 

The case of Tetanus arose from a 
wound in the bottom of the foot, by a 
nail. As the patient was removed to 
the Hospital the result is not known. 
An unequivocal case of Neuralgia, or 
Tic Douloureux, was cured by the li- 
beral use of bark, after the failure of 
many remedies usually prescribed Bi. 
that disorder.

THE ibiknring narrative of an extra- 
ordinary vision of Cfnrlp^ \l is 
taken from an account written with liie 
kiog's own hand, attested by several of 
his ministers of state, and preterred in 
the Royal Library at Stockholm. 

* Charles XI. it seems, sitting in hie 
chamber between tlie hours of eleven 
and twelve at night, was surprised at 
the appearance of a light in tne window 
of the ball of the diet : be demanded 
of the grand chancellor, Bjeike, who 
was present* what it was that he saw, 
and was answered that it was only the 
reflection of the moon ; with this how- 
ever be was (!i?b?.tiit:ed ; and the sena- 
tor, Bjelke, soon after entering the 
room, be addressed the same question 
to him, but received the same ansirer. 
Looking afterwards again through the 
window, he thought he observed a 
crowd of persons io the hall : upon this, 
said he, Sirs, all is not as it should be ; 
— in the con6dence that be who fears 
God need dread nothing, I will go and 
see v^hat this may be. Ordering tbe 
two noblemen before-mentioned, as nUo 
Oxeostiern and Brahe, to acconipany 
him, he sent for (Jmn'-ten (he i!n(»r- 
keeper, and descended ihc tUir-cu^ac 
leading to tbe hall. 

* Here the party seem to have been

About 10 A. M. tlie children and nin^ 
seivants were sent lo the Northumber- 
land— and about eleven the admiral*a 
barge being in waiting, Bonaparte was 
inforra<'d that every thing was ready 
for his removal. We had all assem- 
bled on deck to take our last view of 
him. After a long conversation with 
Lord Keith, and having taken leave of 
those officers who were to remain be- 
hind, he made his appearance at twenty 
minutes before twelve. It was four 
days since we had last seen him. He 
was not shaved, and appeared con- 
fused.

at once the opportunitiea and the 
means of holding a conversation with

** I shall now proceed to give the 
account of an interesting conversation 
which I had with the count de Las 
Cases on the final resolution of I^'apo- 
kSni to tbrow himself on the genero- 
iHj of the English' government. He 
prefixed his namtive with this assu- 
rance: 'No page of Ancient Hi^tury 
will give you a more faithful detail of 
any extraordinary event, than I am 
ibont to oiler of our departure from

* From the time the Emperor ifoit- 
ted the capital, it was his fixed deter 
minntion to proceed to America, and 
establish himself on the banks of one 
of the great rivers in America, where 
he had no doubt a number of his friends 
firom France would gather round him ; 
and, as he had been finally baffled in 
the career of his ambition, he deter- 
mined to retire from the world, and, be- 
neath the branches of his own fig-tree, 
in that sequestered spot, tranquilly and 
philosophically observe the agitations of 
'Borope. 

' On our arrival at Rochfort, the 
difficulty of reachinp;lhe Land of Pro- 
tnue appeared to be much greater than 
had been conjectured. Every inquiry 
was made, and ?arious projects pro- 
|KMed ; but, ftfter all| no very practica- 
ble scheme offered itself to our accep- 
tance. At 1« i»-th, as a demur resort^ 
two cbasse-marces (small one-masted

final determination on this momentous 
subject ; nor shell I attempt to describe 
the anxiety visible on the cootcoaneo 
of our small assembly. The Emperor 
aloTie retained an unembarrassed look, 
w hen he calmly demanded the opinions 
of his chosen band of followers, as to 
his foture conduct The majority weia 
in favour of bis returning to the army, 
as In the South of France his cause still 
appeared to wear n f;i vMMr:th!r r^^pect. 
This proposition the tmj * i nr instant- 
ly rejected, with a declaration delivered 
in a most decided tone, and with a pe- 
remptory gesture — ^that he never would 
be the instrument of a Civil War in 
France. He declared, in the words 
which he had for some time frequently 
repeated, that his political career was 
terminated ; and he only wished for the 
secure asylum which he had promised 
him.self in America, and, till that hour, 
had no doubt of attaininjg;. Fie then 
a'iked me, as a naval officer, whether I 
thought that a voyage acroi»s the At- 
lantic was practicable in the small ves- 
sels, in which alone it then appeared 
that the attempt conld be made. I had 
my doubts,* added Las Cases, * and I 
had my wishes: The latter urged mo 
to encourage the enterprise ; and the 
former made me hesitate in engaging 
for the probability of its being crowned 
with success. My reply indicated the 
influence of them both. I answered, 
that I had long quitted the maritime 
prtitession, and was aliQf^ether unac- 
quainted with the kind of vessels in 
question, as to their strength and ca* 
pacity fbr such a n^MMion ae wa» 
proposed to be undertaSn in them; 
hilt •!« the young midshipmen who had 
volunteered their services,must be com- 
petent judges of the subject, and had 
offered to risk their lives in navigating 
these vessels, no small confidence, I 
thought might be placed in their pro- 
bable security.

of those midille classes of society, 
which conslkate the bone and muscle 
ef dwatatew 

The scope of these remarks we are 
htelioed to think uill not apply to the 
nuthnr of • Tiu- Village' in his profes- 
sional character, but we think they do 
apply to him as a candidate for liie ho- 
nours of poetry; and to the considera- 
tion of his worli we will now return. 

The qualifications for writing poetry, 
in which the author of 'The Village* 
appears to be most particularly defi- 
cient, are riclHieis of fancy and a quick 



discriminative and accurate prrceptJon 
of the appearances tif material nature. 
In pi oof of bis deficiency in the first 
mentioned quaKAcation, we wduld re* 
fer to the work generally, and the m- 
difference, not to say weariHomenesa, 
which we felt btfore we fini-hf-d tho 
perusal of it. In proof fjt ins (it ficicucy 
ill the other (|ualilicatiuu, we would 
refer the reader to the first page of 
the poem* The poem commenees 
%vlth a prospect of the White Hills of 
New Hampshin*, in the vicinity of 
which it was written, and after saying 
that they look as if all the w orid bad 
been heaped there ui confusion by 
the rushing currents of the deluge, in 
the course of which f^talo conceit, ho 
incorr«*ctly makt-s • as if rt^-fumd to 
' such' and * so,' and uses the imperfect 
tense after it, when he ought to use 
the pluperfect, he goes on to ^eak of 
a thunder storm that * convolved' upon 
the mountains, and which, with the 
help of a pretty strong wind, contrived 
to make considerable noise, and do a 
good deal of damage among the trees. 
Notwithstanding the notable elfects of 
tbb storm, however, we must object 
to it as not drawn from nature. A 
thunder storm which could dlscluu|;e 
from its cloudy batteries siich qM^nfi- 
ties of «-lct tric fluid as to make the 
tops ot tilc White Hiils tremble, would 
rarely eshibit so mttcfa nimbleoess and 
gayety of evolution as is aacribei to 
the one under consideration; which, 
e^c^pt tliat ]l is rather more hltistering, 
resembles a copious April ^howfr. 
As a specimen of the tameness of his 
fancy, and the erudencss of his 
thoughts, we shall now introduce the 
author's compendious system of coa* 
mogony, conveyed in the way of ques- 
tion and answer, tho most approved 
method, now-a-days, of teaching all 
the sciences.

a^? -TheM have an important inflii* 
•net upon' lociety, and b/ talking a 
tone of grateful conformity, tbey may 
contribute much t(j the permanency of 
those institutions, by which Ihey have 
leen protected and fostered. Indeed, 
any attempt to InlabKih' aiwiwr Hand- 
aid, or any hope of eminence from 
such an attempt, must ultimately prove 
abortive; for it should seem, that all 
efforts to counteract the proper bias of 
national character, must prove as un- 
wise and ineffectual, in any department 
of learning, and be attended iritbaa 
much embarrassment and abuse, as 
would be, in politic*, any endeavour 
to establish and enforce a system of 
polic^v that should not be adapted to 
the situation, form of goreroroeot, po- 
pulation, and resources of tbe state. 
But, notwithstanding tbe necessity of 
yltirnate failure in such an attempt^ yet 
as the genius of a nation rray not be 
at once understood, especially during 
its early periods, wbile'its diaracter, 
from most eyes, lies bid in Its elements, 
mucb study and sagacity are requisite 
wisely to adjust a standard of tafte, or 
a system of policy. Now, as in poli- 
tics, so in literature, certainly in those 
^departments more immediately con- 
'aected with tbe welfare of society, as 
eloquence, the most successful mode of 
irriving at excellence, will le found to 
consist in a careful and tii( ri.!;:'!i inves- 
tisalioa of the political msUlutions of 
^.W^ uanntry, tbe spirit of th^ laws, and 



the whole internal structure of society. 
Let the student of eloquence learn to 
think and to feel io unison with the 
constitution and lawa of bis country 
let him nourish bis sentiments and feed 
bis imagination by a contemplation of 
the disposition and manners of his coun- 
trymen, and carefully scrutinize the 
causes from which tbey proceed. Let 
bim attentively obaerre tbe natnie d[ 
tbe education whicb Aey receive, and 
tbe prevailing features of tbe scenery 
in which they dwell, over whom ho 
wi.-ihes to acquire Influence by his elo- 
quence. These investigations, and a 
resort to these sources of thought and 
ilhistratioo, become important,, accortt 
ing to tbe degree in which public ofi^ 
nion acts upon the condition of a oom- 
nDunity ; and in a republic like ours^ 
where all the elements of society are 
held together by tbe mere force of tbft 
opinion, it In a matter of tbe highest 
port an CO, that whatever is intetiidedift 
touch that main-spring of the social 
economy immediately and with power, 
should be wholesome in its operalioo* 
Besides^ if it were merely for the beatf> 
ty of the spectacle, and tbe pleasure it 
would yield tbe imagination, without 
considering the wisdom or utility of not 
servilely copying others, we would 
have nations and individuals preserve 
tbeir distinctive traits of character in 
all their original Strength. 

Let them enlarge tbeir knowledge 
and augment their wisdom by obser- 
vation and reflection upon the exam- 
ples of others, but let them not wish to 
assume their peculiarities, or undertake 
to transfer, by Ule, accidenta of char- 
acter. Over these original and pecur 
liar traits, let arts, and letters and sci- 
ence, throw all their refinement, and 
pour all their illumination ; but let ibem 
retahl th^ir identity. Let the 6eld of 
human nature present all that bound* 
less and beautiful variety, which per- 
vades and adorns the physical world.

In 
commuiiicttlion Dr. Mac UiiUe gave an 
account of the Lyooperdon tulier of <^layton, 
a sulilerr uiean tiinxu'!'. fotind hi the soiillifrii 
Stales. According to Dr. M. thi« vegetable is 
most fr(*f)itenlly dug up in lands, which have 
iiol h;'Mi I Jt iirt'ii of their original wood m«r^^ 
tli.in tlin'if or four years, iu tbe pre[>aralioa 
for phinting. It b foiiod at various depths, 
jVotJi a few inrhc; f r> lu-o fr'Ct, suiil it is some- 
iinie.-i lael with parity above ground. I>r. 
Mac Bride has seen it in every variety of soil 
fxrt(»t flu- swu:ji|»s; it sfpms to nlliid its 
j;reatcs( sizo in loo^u rich lands, tiie forest 
trees of wliich were the different species of 
onk, tlio juglansalba of Linn: and pinij?lacda 
It is very coannoii in the aout)ieru slates, but 
rarely toiind farther north tlian Maryland, 
lis slinpc i> irn vilar ; the largest i'pecimens 
approach the globular forui : or the cylindri- 
cal with globulnr ends. Dr. Mne BrUe hae 
seen a speciraen wliirh \Vf:iL;lie(] fiftern 
l>ound«; nod has been iuioroicd that a single 



tuber has weighed thirty or forty pounds. 
Tbe eommon opiuion entertained of tnls sub- 
stance is, thai it is the root of the erythriua 
herbacea, or convolvulus panduratus. Tbe 
usual Indian name for it is ttukaftoe. or/ndMOi 
pQtato. It was used by tLu Itidiflns bs bu 
article of food, as liieir name fur il ii said la ^ 
iasidy. 

Dr. Mac Bride considers this fungus a« pa- 
rasitic. Like other fungi, it may enianHte,h>! 
thinks, from dead wiK>d',but the smallest <pe- 
ciinens which he has seen were attached to 
living roots. Dr. M. in his interesting me- 
moir noticed at some length itspecuharstruc- 
ture : from chemiral and other eiperimenti 
be is led to com lude that the inner part is 
wholly, or in a great measure, composed of 
jclij'iti, but diflferenlly modified from that 
which we obtain fi-oro the ceiealia. He has 
not procured from it any starch or fibrous 
matter. The communication was accomps^ 
nied with numerous specimens of this singu- 
lar vegetable, which wcra e^ibibilcd to the 
members; and the Ibaflks of the society vera 
voted to its author.

Bfn. nai-nf«'!< penonalroii of Juliet we Wert? 
BMCh grattiitfil. Ilcr conception of the cbarac* 
ler we thought correct aod mid, and her execu- 
tion generally dirt justice to her judgment. She 
exhibited not iiterely tite passion of love, well 
di'<tingtii:$hod from other kind affections, nearly 
allied to it, hot love such Juliet Capiaiet felt, 
mod tettoo ot the agr of eighteeo, when it wh 
capable of obiOrbins: all otiicr fnolitips ; bt foro 
«Xperieil0eiBlife, or acquaint a«jc<; with the world, 
bed diniiii its brightness, or dashed it« charmiiu^ 
onthamm with the chiliiog spirit of selfish caH 
ealation. Mrs. B. also had rdlected upon the 
^jject, which excited the lovo she was to portray, 
l^is love waa aotejtcited by great talents, aplea- 
didodiief«nmrtt»orgnuideiureif eharecter; but 
by a young man of surpassin«: beauty, beroqtnl 
in birth and fortune, and nearly her equal in age ; 
«f glHoDt spirit, fOMRMS disposition, uolishcd 
onimen, and maaj acooroplishineata. Mrs. B. 
penetrated foirtber : she represented Juliet, and 
ju-tly, as lovfiaj hf I ^iar« nlj, but no more than 
•be need lovo parents of their character, who 
pOiMHed oe qaalities to heighten filial piety info 
any thing; beyond the ch^< nui di«char;;e of the 
ordinary duties of a daiiu:liicri and though itbe 
Ml Ihe true toodi of coasanguinity for her kina- 
HMI, jrot there was nothing so great or amiable io 
oHfaor of them as to form any counterooisc in her 
heart to tlie love «il»e bore to Komeo, which, ut the 
WM> time thai it was all ardour and constancy, 
received en edditioDal interest fitxn the enmity 
between their families. Nor did Mrs. B. forget 
other charms of Juliet's character; — hor frank 
simplicity, in her first confessions to ftomco, and 
the fweetactt of ber temper, inoiufinied in btr 
trMtOKOtoflierwine, and pixMred to be uniform 
ftnd i:''nuine by the fondness of the nui^c.

The iDodestv and liauditj, also,— the rosj pu- 
dency,** wbich Mrs. B. exhibited, when Romeo 
led ber, " nothing loth,"^froin Frinr Lawrence'a 
cell to be mamcd, was correctly judged and hap- 
pily expressed, and showed that she does nut 
stand in need of directions io brackets to teacls 
her how to act. We bad the pleasure to hear, in 
her Juliet, also, more ol Mrs K's natiiniJ vuic^ 
than we ever heard before, and w« most eamesi' 
ly entrset her tolet usuhrays beer it We can* 
not well imagine how a lady of Mrs. B'» accura- 
cy of taste, could ever make a wrong cIkhc* be- 
tween two Voices so very ditfcrent as are ber na- 
tural and artificial voices ; and that she diould a 
second time quit the former fur the latter, fur- 
prisr, us as much as did his mother^s marriage 
with his nacle sui|>rise Heulet She must, wo 
presume, have acquired this dissgreeable voioe. 
with which she so often afflicts us, under an iiu- 
presiiion that in her natural tunes !»he couUl not be 
suHWieutl^ eneijgelic and audible. But this im- 
prestioo is a mistake. To be well heard, tbo 
quantity of sound ii much less important than dis- 
tinctness of articulation, ui which Mrs. B. excels; 
and from her wish to be energetic, we are per> 
suaded that dhoorer«cts when she is not awaioof 
it. We say so much of Mr". B's voice, because 
we eamesdy wish her to manage it belter.

It has been noticed in 
a case of Hxmoptviis, of a .stricture and 
Uiickening ol the ileum, of iiu ulceration of 
the stomaeh, and of a tedioiM typhus fever. 
In some in'?tanees it appear<; to h.^ve hc-cn 
symptomatic of weakness and great irrita- 
hility : but In the majority of eases it has 
associated itself with an impaired diges- 
tion, or some derangement of the hepatic 
organ. 

Of the cases of this disorder which have 
fallen under the observation ofDr Hinack, 
Ite states, that in one instance it occurred 
in a female near the middle period of life, 
in wliotn catainrnla were ret^idar ; hut 
st»e had for some time been affected with 
an hepatic disease.

Fran^ais." At any rate, we do not 
think Mr. Mathieu's poetic merit exte- 
miates the audacity of bis inno? ations. 
We shall limit onneives in quoting froni 
his version to a mere specimen, as we 
do not wish to multiply French extract?, 
and because we are still less inclined 
to turn poetic strains into humble 
prose. In fact, if filtered through an* 
other translation, pinbably as little 
would remain of the sentiment as of 
the langUD^e of the ori[^inal. The fol- 
lowing debut q{ the poem may possibly 
convey some idea of the brtuquerie and 
abruptness of the Chinese ; and is a 
favourable instance of the faithfiilnesf 
and even of the manner of Mr. Mt- 
thieu.

* I lived in great intimacy with General 
Dalrymple above forty years, mid always 
found him a •enrruuN nnd attached friend. 
Uis table was ele^nnt. and his great delight 
was to entertain a convivial select party ; for 
he hated ' to have a crowded dinner, which 
obli^s the company to split into sets, and 
substitutes a cntifii«ed noite instead of gene* 
ral npreeablr i ftivcrsnlion. 

'The last time h« <nJled to America, he 
earnestly pre<ised me tu go and diae with 
him at Hounslow oo bit wmf to Porsttnouth.

thera away. A very recent illiisli alion of 
the effect of the illusiuns of tlie }>«iicil upun 
bird< is found in an humourous aneedolc in 
Nortbcoie's Memoirs of Sir.Ioslitia Reynolds.

Be (juarrulled with his brother and drove 
him away, and gradually became deranged. 
During the American revolution, he fancied 
himself commander in chi<>f, and frequently 
pkV% orders for Che regulation of congress 
and the army ; copies of which are now to 
be seen. He called himself Admiral. His 
other titles trere. a God^ a King of the tcholt 
Enr'Ji. ^-c. Ha became troublesome and 
dangerous, and was disarmed by the civil 
anihority. Since that time he haa <>ou(;ht no 
Intercourse with the rest of the world ; has 
lived alone in the wttdemess, and obtained 
bis subsistence by the cultivation of not more 
than one acre of land. Thi« he manured with 
grass, leares and other vegetables. His prin-

He was not disposed to con- 
verge n>uch on religious subjects. He, bvw- 
ever, kept a taataoNsnt ; paid eoma nt§m4 lo 
tlif <;abhath ; \vai addicted someuhptt to pro- 
fanity, and \va^ a lover of ardent spirits, lie 
cipeclcd after death loheabost and take care 
of his farm. For «(nne years his strea»th 
has been Cailing, but tie kept aboui till tbe 
vonrday before he died. I Its friends bad 
endeHVfMirrd to dmw liira from his retire- 
ment, but in Mi'm. Thousands from the oeigb- 
bouring towns have vistied the hermit, tat m 
he was called. He has often in th.p summer 
a«*ason been found naked, bi& head uncover- 
ed and uncombed, and his lieard an»baveD. 
Hia neighbours b^tve been disposed fo asci«t 
him, but he has generally rejected their ut- 
f<;r:i. The night on which he died, thought 
his dress was uncomf 'rt ihle and filthy, find- 
ing him very weak, ti.py wished to re- 
main with him ; but no " to-morrow he 
should be about again." Cut in t!ic n.nrtiiBf 
early, he was found a corj*»<?. Hn retuaias 
were the ne&t day committed* widk svtobta 
religious services, and in the presence of a 
large concourse, to the duit. on the place 
where bo had epent almost half a eestury in 
titp rinnT'fi* descriljed.

On the GOth they reached Menshielv, the 
ant it ul Ptolemais Hermii, of which no 
Testige rcmaioR but the ruins of an oU 
quay.

The boundary uf the Frejich 
expedition in £eyptt '» marked on a gra* 
nite rock a Wiuv ahtnc tin- Cataracts, 
Mr. Lygh and his companions reinained 
a few days at Hssouan, and employed 
their time in viHitin;^ t in- isiaada Ek'phan- 
tina, Philsc, and the CaUracts. Eh phnn- 
tma is described aa wonderfully pictu- 
resque. At the 80»ithcrn ejrtrcmity of 
this iskind are the remains of an Kgyp- 
ti 111 t»"tapln covered v^ith hieroglyphics. 
Homan rdics are found in the same quar- 
ter. Giffht temples or Bonetiiaries «e 
crowdeci together in the small isbuul of 
Phil®, though its length i^ but !ono fm f, 
and its breadth 400. Thuv appear to be 
«f Taiioiis styles of architectiire, and 
were probably built at different periods. 
It is evident fn^in their present appear- 
ance, that it was the Egyptian sysu^m to 
•Met immense masses of btnlding at 
first, and to finish them afterwards, bt;- 
fpnnin;; with the snUpture of tlie hiero- 
hios and then passing to the stucco 
pain^ttne. This island is supposed to 
have Inien the burying pl irti »>f Osiris.

On the laih the travellers left Essouan 
to penetrate into Nubia. They were 
treated with hospitiHty by the natives, 
and pursued tlieir route unmolested up 
thenver, prinei^ally in a sotithern din r- 
tkm. Ruins ot ancient temples, and not 
rnifinrauentlv bf* Christian oinrchea, oc* 
curreaat snort intenals. On the 21st 
they quitted the [>o:*E, and procured asses 
and camels to ride to Dehr, alxmt 14 
miles ^^ lit re tvas the residence of Hassan 
CacheH*, wlio was unrls ^ 'nod to be the 
most powerful chief aniouj; the liarabraf .

!-oning and deflaKmtion : ;!nd disclo«^'d 
the procedure. His calculations on the 
credulity of his Tolsries were not disap- 
pointed. Tliey were lont; after known 
l)y the name of Mobbeyyidite?;, ;md were 
drciised in white in opposition to the 
Khalifa of tlie house of Al Abbas, wheaa 
habiliments were Mack, Mokanna incul- 
cated thedoctrine of the tnmsmigratinn of 
. the divine pflluence by which Adam was 
created ia the image of God, and asserted 
that this emanation of The Deity which 
had successively animated Adam, Mo?k'«, 
and his roaster Abu Moslem, resided in 
himself. This rebellion was ouelled by 
Khn Sn'id, the Eeneral of Al Mohdi. 

A fitter subiect for a modem ballad 
could not have Veen found ; and we must 
do Mr. Moore the justice to acknowl<!<lgfr 
that, except in the h»t pertiGQlart he M 
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adhered to historical tnith with great 
fidi lity ; and that where he has iodul^ed 
his pencil in a little rraedotn, he has chief- 
ly laboured, aiuJ, ^trniv;:^ it may seem, 
we confess not unsucceb^iully, to render 
loathsomeness more hideous, and honor 
mofe horrible. 

But wp will «?nsppnd o«r remarks on 
Mr. Maore.'s felicity in the choice of his 
subject, till we hare presented his Ofwn 
view of it.

Kor am we discover 
for what object he has dragged this 

* hi^ofti n knave' into the light of day. 
lit doiis not ap|>ear to intend tlie inculca- 
tion of any moral h'sson, and surely, he 
cuTinot Relieve that a picture, of such dia- 
bnliral d."pravity and li t^'-henr fomiity, 
K ill awaken in Uie beholder any pleasura- 
ble emotion. We ha^e never heard be- 
fore of siicii an instance of gratuitous ma* 
li^nity, as is inipi:*-'^ to M >i(.!..;;ii>n, 
Bf>rn in au bumble station of life, per^un- 
al beauty was in no degree essential to 
enable him ful^fo f>»rtiv ipate in alt its 
enjoymeiits. Tlie arridents of v.'ar, if 
they had diminished his original cotneii- 
nes^ h;td marked him with bunounible 
scars, whicii a true soldier would never 
e\-i*han<::;c frir fhr liniTis or A*at>j;'«'S of an 
Apollo. Hi; had noliiiiiji; v.ith wiiich to 
reproach fortune. He lived in her smiles 
to the very close of his can er. In tha 
linen'r?' nnd cinnimstaorc!^ oi !inrd the 
Third, we find equally a moiive for his 
ambition and his envy. The ttu'bulence 
of the times had aecu tnnied m; n to n - 
gard thv rrown ns a prize, wiiic-h it was 
bwad to covet, and for whieh IL might 
become politic to contend. The chivbt* 
rous spirit of tlir age renderft! }X!rsonal 
accoiuplishments, and the address and 
prowess, that qualified for the ball and the 
■tOUniamtMit, not merely 'feathers in the 
cap of yoiifii,' but iiidi^pens iMc nMjui)<ifi^^ 
to popularity and power, liichard could 
dotenter these liste. When we hear him 
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in the bitterness of his spirit, cursing Hm 
niggardliness of nature, that had ' cur- 
tailed' liim of his* fair proportion,' vlieat- 
ed' Intn of feature,' and sent ium nitu the 
woridf ' before his time,' * deformed,' * im- 
flnish'd,' and * scarce half made up :' — 
we acknowledge, that he can have little 

* delight' in llxe ' weak, piping time of 
peace,' and are hardly startled at hisn* 
solution, when he declares his purpose, 

* And theKfofc— ainca I cannot be a lover. 
To entertain tbeae fair well apoken days, 
I am detftcintned to prove • rdlant.* 

It was injura-s, which ncHie but a feel- 
ing heart would have treasiirtpd up, that 

* curdled the mdk of human kindneas,' in 
the breast of Bethlem Gsbor. The bttlft 

misanthropical Dwarf, in the ' Tales of 
my Landlord,' did not imbibe his impla-* 
caole hatred of mankind Irom the survey 
of hisown dimenuons. Mis moroacoess 

ami distru^^t were but the retraction of 
t!ir liruisrd fibres of a sympathy, that 
Viouid iuive encircled his species with it^ 
tendrils. But in the odious impostor 
of Khorassan, %ve read only the nidicd 
line.iments of a tieud. It is in vain to say 
that Mr, Moore is sufficiently fortified by 
history. If thiswert the ciise, it would 
not ex'tc n'kiate tlie radical al'.surdity ol rcn*. 
derin^ sucli a demon, it not the hero, at 
least the most prominent character in his 
piece. No man, in his senses, liroiild 
lliink of makii,';: the eimrmities of Nero, 
Crii^ula, or lleitogabaiUH, the suliji ct of 
an e popee. Uesidi s, Mr. Moore was un- 
der no obligation to found his plot on any 
h^torif :;i iiKivIcnt. It is, to be sure, re- 
qiared tiiut an epic should relate to known 
characters and events, but these metri« 
cal romances do not come under that 
honourabl' ili n«.mination. They are a 
very humble kiiid oi compositions — in our 
estimation, much bcbw the novel both in

If >ve 
have ever been eompeUed .to consider him 
in his private capaeity, it i** broatise h** 
ha"* so indisaohibly hli'ndt-d lii-^ individiml 
u ilh liiji iiterarv heiii,:, ;,tid hi\5 so gratui- 
tously admitted the j.iiMlcinto a confU 
dcnce wbii'h they did not cov» t, and do 
not pru&e. A» a mau, we can say tiuit 
we aineenly pity him. The pathetic 
deaeriplion ^ren by the Edinburgh and 
Quarterly Rf^viewers of his unhn|>py t« ni- 
per has really touched uir sympatlues. 
We cannot, mdeed^well eoncdve what 
there is so particularly mstliji^nant in the 
destiny of this wayward } oHli. Nature, 
education, and fortune conspred to crown 
Umwith their pits, Weal^ learning, 
aceompliblunents, rank, peniu*, and beau- 
ty, nMidert'd him the idol and tlie envy 
of the fashionable, worki on his very ou- 
townceinto society. If he have slighted 
all V'li'.'-r boons— if, he liavr lavisli.'d on 
unwoi thy objects ail tliese iiberni liiidow- 
ments, — if, in a few short years, he have 
exhausted all the means or sources of do- 
lit^ht, though we ?*pe mtich for liim to de- 
plore- »nd repent, we sec no reason why 
ae thoQld presume to murmur or repiiie. 



But still we camwt 
mi&eration even for his t»ch-ijiilicted i 
or laiicied desolation. W e will no- ex- 
clude him from our charity, akhou^ he 
have none for his fisHow-«MD. We wM 
not become \m accusers, if Ike will M 
consent to veil his sliam**. But we caiF 
not look upon hiia ^ worthy of a tea- 
derer feelins than is due to that WKteb- 
edness which ever flowsfrom guilt. We 
will not corslirrn hinr ni a ini-serahle delu- 
sion. We wiii not lead him to imaguje 
that he lias raonopoKsed aK the sufier* 
mg%noran the set^ibilitics of his 
cit s ; — nor^^i!! wr cnrouragi.' birn in the 
lH:Uef tiial mankind are like to deiive 
much plcsasure or proit, from the pe- 
ri odira I di'tnd of his dok»ful ftX|H'ricace3. 
God knows ue have :ill c.-rhiiuitirs rnf>ugh 
of our own to t-Lrug;gIc with, and were 
each suflR^rer, iu this * vale of tears«* lo re- 
\vii\ and reih rate his woes, life itself 
v ould he e<»ns«!!r»'d in condolence. It 
would toon he-'i'iuc a serious strife who 
should be deemed * supreme iii wretched- 
ness.' But wiic Wf to awanl the^*alm 
of so unen^ iahje j^disliuclioii. it should be, 
not to tile supine hypochondriac, but to 
The btsve man ttiuggling ia the wtonm of Ibte.

Hi^ ni rit roji.sisrs in the strcn^h 
and truth of his descrij)tioiis of natural 
sctiu:ry, tile tact witli wliich Ije selects 
from a multitude of external obiects these 
b(Vt calculated for I'fltct, and the fidelity 
with v» hich he interprets the mute lan- 
{^uagc of inanimate nature, — ^and iu mas- 
terly delineations of the jta^sioris, which 
discover nr) K'ss know.edj^e of f h" him^aa 
' heart, than g;raplncr.l skill. Sadncs?* al- 
wavsleadsus to comnnuie with ourselves, 
and to seek for the silent synqutthies of 
the njatf-rial world. Deep sorrow, if it 
be not the best casuist, fails not to induct: 
profound reflecfion. No man was ever 
orouj^ht intimate!) acquainted with him- 
self, exrf|ir in the ^^rhool of adu r^-'s. 
Lord Hyron has been, in some r« >pe< u, 
an apt pupil. He has caut^ht, not b- 
deed * couraRC From hope,' but ' n-^o 
lution from (l»"-|>-^ir.'' Ih- dares to ii><)k 
on thewent that can befall huu, — nay, bt. 
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almoai iiaxe:> lieljr iL Ashamed of that 
WB i lni f of atrwt to whpch faeoimWtt 

inisfurtunea, he affects to wrap himself in 
stem ludifTerfncp. To avert injun' he 
liecuuMiii tile aggresitor. Uaving relin- 
qnishad the jj^iratiit of Tirtue u nnattaiim- 
bJe, hv midemites its valur, and questions 
its existence. He attnnpts to destroy 
moral di^tiuclionSf or lubuurs ' to make 
the worse appear the better reuon.* To 
this * moody madness' w»' ascrib*' soine 
of lord Byron's characteristic rxrclU n- 
cieS) and most of his peculiar faults. 
Those are incidental and tuperinduced, 
these nrr radical and connate wUb his 
. coiiceptioos. 

The defects of his lordship's poetry 
tteauehaa admit of no other extenua- 
tior), th:m miglit hr jr!<- dcd by the per- 
petrators of the crime!*, on which his lord- 
flhiplofes 80 dearly to descant In fact, we 
thiak them le» aiinreptibic of naiUatinn. 
We can forgive something to tfi< Tr ilty 
which ainkft under temptation, but \Uiat 
exeuqe can we Asd for one who la Ins 
calmest hours, and hi the most tranquil 
retir< mi-nt, will IV;ist with a camivnrf)iis 
appetite on tiie viiest and most degrading 
conteropbtioin, and ftid an unnaturu 
enjoynit'nt in embalming in all the odours 
of son::, thn most loathsome recrements 
6f luoi t.tliiy ! Such is the elegant amuse- 
ment of lorid Brron. Never bsA his lord- 
ahip found a hero worthy of his lyre, 
whose exploits had not rendcn d him, 
in the eye of justice and the law, equally 
worthy of the gii>het Nor does he hold 
up these monsters as ' examples to deter,' 
though he may not design them an ' pat- 
terns to imitate.' He unifonuly repre- 
aents their vices as the consequences of 
:tn inft Ilectual greatiurs^ wliich liad ele- 
vated them above the thoughts and fears 
of common men ; and seems to resolve 
the idea of perfect grandeur of soul into a 
magnanimous contempt of hH sl.itutes 
and sanctions human and divine. What- 
ever inference others may draw from liis 
fables, he leaves us in no doubt in n-pard 
to his own opinions. But even had lord 
Byron intended to excite a detestxition of 
vice, which it is evident he did not, he 
has not employt^d the proper means to 
attain end. As it has been well ob- 
served by Madame de Genlis, to hate 
evil we need only learn to love good $ ar:d 
though we caiHiot escape the knowled^ 
of tlie existence of wirkedrwss, we are 
not obliged continually to dress it out in 
all the array of rirrumstanre. * S*!! est

He seems to have forgotten tfiat tlio aii» 
tliors of firtion are bound to inculcate 
truth, ;ujd that tfie ohject of the fine arts 
is the imitation of lialuiai and Uie jpro- 
'diidioii of moral beauty. Instead or eo- 
dt-avouring to add totho number of inno- 
cejU delights, and to increa^ic the sum of 
human happiness, he has only toiled to 
add ideal to adual distresses, and to 
bhroud all the sunny proHpfrt'! of life in 
ii dismal uighL INo eutimstast ever 
sought the *9 KaXoK, with greater dili- 
gence or seal than tord Byion has dhh 
covered in the search of the to Kiam» an4 
to Aifxpop Manfred is Thr most atrocious 
hero thai lord Bvron's proU£c musehig 
yet produeed. We have said that lord 
Byron has painted from himself. ^Vt 
do not mean to impute to his lordyhip 
either the overt acts he has charged u|ioa 
the offspring of his &ncy, or even the 
premeditation of similar enormities. But 
>\»* liave a right to ascribe to his lordship 
sentiments expressed bv himaell^ entirely 
analagous to those he has avowed^ as- 
sumed. In * Childe Harold,' we may dia- 
cover the stamina of all his lordship's 
heroes. They are precisely what ' Chikle 
Harold* wotud have been In their skua^ 
ti»tn. Since, then, * Childe HaroW is per- 
fectly understood to he lord ByrOn, and 
as all his Giaours, Corsairs, ^c. are but 
duplicates of * Childe Harold,' and as it k 
a geomctrica! axiom that things that arc 
equal to tlie same thin*^ are eipial to one 
another, we have a ni;ht to consider lord 
l>yroii as Speaking in the person of these 
imaginary niffians. At least it is lair to 
conclude that his lordship must in some 
raeaauR approve what he is so assiduous 
m promidgatang. We will waive, how- 
ever, our remarks on the character of 
Manfred till we have made him better 
known to our readers.

tk more apt designation of tlus composi- 
tion, for we can scarcely imapnr one that 
eomea more decidedly witiiiu Juhnson^a 
defioition t)f that s]>ecies of eotertaJii' 
ment, ' A Mask,' .says Dr Johiis-on, ♦ is 
a dramatic performance, writt<'M in a tra- 
gic stjrle, without atteutioa to rule or 
probability.' Manfred is, theraAm, ttrict* 
ly a Ma.sk. But we will not ijuarrel about 
namt^ Our concern b with the intrin- 
■ic merit of the work. The ample ex- 
tracts we have made, w9I afford our re^ 
ders fair grounds on which to form a 
itidgment on this point. We ahall trou- 
ble them with but few rmnariok 

Plot to this drama there is ncme — un- 
less ihi* dis( overy of tho namelrss rrtme 
ot Maul'red, aiuount lu a denoutmtnL 
But even this is left only to oonjeetnre — 
and wp are happy in the opinion, that 
such IS the purity of- most n .«drn», that 
comparatively few, on a cursury rt^adui^ 
will discover tt to be incest Such, how- 
evtT, i-i the tinavoidnM Mifrr»'Mr»-. Tliis 
is about the only criiuf w luch loni By- 
ron had omitted to celebrate ; and, we 
trust, it was reserved for the last, as b«>iflg 
the In^t in tti! |titude. W.- di>, indeed. Iu>j)e 
fliat hia lordship, having now sent ids 
hero to the place of final retribution, will 
there leave him to be dealt with accord- 
ing to his desert^. ;>nd that we «h:dl not be 
tormented by anoLher metempsyduMio. 

It would be in ▼ain to inqave for the 
moral of this poem — none was de^f^ned 
to be conveyed. The fatal eonseipiences 
of criminal conduct, are indeed vividly 
depicttHl ; but tiie mind is ntiaied even 
by J>e?ng led to rfiiisid«T i^o hurrlMe a 
deed possible, much more so. hy n.;;.ir«1- 
ing it as possible to be peipctrated by jier- 
sons of such reftned.aenfmieiit andinteU 
lert, r<*^ >rrmfred and Astarte, and to h;i\ e 
grown, too, out of the excess of fraternal 
elEeetion. An ancient legislator would 
enact no law^ against parricide, lest the 
snn^estion of .i rrime of w hich the exist- 
ence was unknown, might prompt its 
conunisaion. It is not 1^ studyuiE tfie 
calendar of New^de, that we shall im- 

f)rove in purity, though th* re he little al- 
urement in the exhibition of vice in its 
genuioe deformity. It is the bane oT 
lord Byron's writings that he makesall his 
diabolical heroes men i>' the most stiperior 
understanding, and the keenest sensibili- 
ty. He endows tiiem all too witti an 
audacity w hich exciti s a degree of ad- 
miration. But for t!ii ; -ingle attribute, 
what were Manfred } A most des*picable 
rilUun. In truth we do not think him far 
from it n9 if h. Ft,rfiUu]r lik*- hi- oould 
n<»t, however, ptisiiibly have ^en united 
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wUh sueh fUgitiouaaew. Th«cooacioiM- 

IKM of, so nefarious a deed and its hor- 
nd sequel, would have Howrd tho hold<'st 
spirit, bhame and horror would tmve 
triumphed over every other WDtiment 
Instead of insolently vaunting his supe- 
riority over the vulgar htrd, one shrink- 
ing beneath the sease of so much base- 
aen w«Mild own himself the vilest of the 
vilf. Tfu' as«(jciatioii of such qu;iliti«'S 
and sucfi rondiu t' are perfectly incon- 
gruous, lii ihis falsehood liv^ tliv ikin- 
ger of lord Byron's romances. He has 
constantly combined tlc\.ifinn r>f mind 
and the most ardent sensibility' to the 
grossest and most pernicious vices. Per- 
haps his lorddiip may bo cited as him- 
self an instance of this very union. We 
will coofessi that, unless he is much mis- 
represented, h^ is by far the most striidt» 
example of it we have ever known. Bw 
lord Byron has none of that native 
strength of character which he has held 
up to admiratioD. He has his g^roxy snis 
of desperation, but they are succeeded 
by long; intervals of des^pondency. We 
believe a candid history of his lordship's 
life .might be read withont any danger of 
seducing the uncorruptcd by the entice- 
ments it would offer to follow in his 
footsteps ; and, in fact, for au]^hl we 
iofiow, might prove the beat antidote to 
tbejioiHon of his writintrH. 

To Manfred's nrrog;ant assumption of 
i»upcr-human dignity we have already 
advertol. In thio impudent pretennon 
be only keep3nac»- ;^ lffi the iioMe author. 
Lord Byron has already told us in his 
own person,

respect for its opinions. In the one 
case we should be no longer nnno^'ed 
with his crudities, ui the other ne nught 
expect from his lordship^ talents, diiect- 

ed to a proper piirpoHe, and aided by an 
honourable nninition, «ome production 
iijui t- worthy ol liie eenius wliich he so 
proudly boasts. Till he do elfer somo> 
tiling to sustain his jactitations, we shall 
cotitiuue to measure his powers by hi|i • 
eflbrts. 

The machinery of tfiis poem is a most 

ridiculous gallimaufn- of !7iytholoey, 
cromancy, and w jtchchrait, atheism, 
polytheism, and Christianity. His lordi>hip 
nasorought to^ethe r i 1 1 , i ] > romiscuous niob^ 
Arimaiie'^ J Armiani^) Nemesis, tin Par-*AA 
atf the spirits of air, lire, water, moun- 
tains, siDnDS, and darlmess, the witch of 
the Alps, an unp of Beelzebub, and a 
mitiister of the Cosprl. No man 
who had any coherence of mind could 
have been bebraycd into such ahsorditics. 
Consistency of conduct we do not look 
for in lord Byron, unless it be in tht> ron- 
stant parallelism of his Uterai^ v\ ork!», — 
but such complete confusion of all ideaa 
referable to taste or the moral sense, as 
this tragedy displays, i\ e cannot but re- 
gard as uuequi\ocal evidence of partial 
msanity. In this opinion we are not 
singular. Perhaps if ^vcre charitable to 
wish it true. Kep:ardinfi; his religious, or 
rather irreUgious,doctriiieb, as the ravings - 
of a mantae, we do not deem it necessa- 
ry to enter into n «» rious consideration 
of them. Were his lordship's theory to 
be admitted, that a proportionate remorse 
always follows transgression, how should 
we account fdr progression in d imf f. 
But that depravity is progressive, is true 
to a proverb. JVbMo rtperUe Jit tvrpissu 
mui. The whole system of divine and 
luiman jurisprudence is founded on the 
maxim that compunction decreases with 
the increase of guilt 

But we will not treqiass longer on the 
reader^s patience. Viewing this poem 
merely in a literary light, wc micht point 
out many nervous and some oMutiful 
passages, — with much affectation of 
phrase, and, if we may so say jJophiFtry 
of st}'le. Its prosody is better than UBual, 
but still there is a Avquent tendency to 
prose. What could l»e more after tho 
matter-of-fact manner than the following 
dutiful address of tlie Goddess .Nemesit 
to Anmanos ?

But if it he the uwe 
with vvkuch evon the least reverexit 
treatment of solemn sobjecti Alb the 
mind, the same i. ation in n jnort- • x- 
quisite degree m«f> beaw akt nt d by ivuU- 
ing the Night Thoughts ; and would 
inge It upon those of lord Byron's vota- 
fieti who have iwwt rtad that in- 
comparable poem, to stek a solace 
for their sombre fccliiigii in the pages 



of Dr. Yo«n|i. IfK vtprous reasoning, 
his iioly melancholy, his ^hiloscHihic re- 
signation, his moral sublimity, and C hris> 
tian faith, will pre9**nt a '-tronf: aiKt sain 
tary contrast to the tjckly senHmeutaUlj-, 
the miserable feari>, the still more miaef»- 
hle daring, the grovelling philosophy, and 
the forlorn atheism of lord Byron. ^ 

But it is not ours to dictate. \*et we 
must be permitted, whilst we leave others 
to the gratification of their capricious 
tastes, to (!«'s"n < that no modem hero, DO 
sublimated monster, — no Mokanna.

APRODROMUS is a work generally 
issued previous to the publication 
of a larj^proiie on lh'^ same subject, aud 
whose object is to inlorm Uic public of the 
author's views, improvemeots or disco- 
vefits, by giving a succiiif t - rf f>-ti.» 
tliem ; this last partttM)!ar Uicreloi-e iUi>- 
tiuguishes this performance from the 
Pro$ped«t, which is merely intended to 
convey an idea of the plan of a subse- 
quent work. This denomination has 
however Inten hitherto nearly oooflned to 
works on Natural History and Botany, 
aild tliey have been sometimes issued 
without the irUention of publishiugan- 
olher work ou the same subject. They 
are often In fact works of great merit, 
worthy Ui >l;md isoKit. il, and at all times 
of g;r-a1cr practical utility than exyensive 
nulilicationa. The Prodromua Jlans 
Vows Hottandiat of Brown, Uie Prodro- 
niHS Flora- Gnnr of Smith, and the 
i*rodromtis Fhrm Capensis of Thunberfo 
may be mentioned as instances of abw 
performances of tliis kind. 

But in order to renih r them eminently 
useful, tlieir authors have generally had 
Hi viw that they should answer the pur- 
pose of practical manuals, wherefore 
tliey have been Drinted in a diminutive 
size, and in a shape likely to include, a 
great deal of matter withm a small eoiti- 
puss. It appear^ that the author of this 
f rotfreaMliBaa entirely overlooked such 



a needful arrangement, notwithstandine 
that he ()rof»' ;-cs tlte iiitdition or wish 
that his work shouhl becoin*: a tnajiital to 
the PUhdelphian Botanist Whedwr tfcii 
wish may ever be fi'lfilled is rather pr*>- 
hlciiiHlictil, '^iiice he'-T tes handin?; us ins 
Vrodrmnus in a 4lO. »!5te, a very unusual 
shape for a poeket comnatuoo, it has becB 
printed in transverse roiuinr ivhich have 
a very uncouth and iV,r bidding;: appear- 
ance; some of tl»eui are etilirely ustilesa 
andahnostUank, while the whole matter 
might have fteen very easily included in a 
pmall vohinie of at )out 60 pages ; aiid 
ktslly, the localities of the plants arc al- 
together omitted. This unaccountahte 
oniis^ion renders the work of no vahi' t' 
tlie practical Botanist who may hercailer 
wihh to search for the plants enuitieratfd 
by the autJior. No local Flora, or Pro- 
dromilft of a Flfira can he deem< tl oerftd, 
unless the student or BotaniM is directed 
to the places where the phmts weie fonai 
The omiaaion of this necessary ckoBD* 
stance carries with it an ambiguon« ap- 
pearance, and a severe critic might ioai 
nuate that many plants are enumcnlf4 
without the authority of personal efi- 
denec ; but we are lar from intending to 
intimate any such suspicion, and oujr 
wish, (and we expect everj- botanist wil 
herein agree with ns) that our researches 
f<»r many rare plants mentioned in thi^ 
Prodroums iiad been f.*cl!it*itcd. Mta;. 
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. wIiBe we m mcr^f tirfd in the pre&ce, 

that all tlie plants enumerated were found 
within 10 miles round Phil-adf Iphia, which 
includes of course j»art ol Fenns^lvaoia 
and Mit of New-Jeraey. 

The transverse oolnnmt are eight In 
nun)H*'r. Tlip first gives the gon«M*ic and 
specitic iiaiucii uf the plants, in tlie us<ual 
botanical language ; here ue often added 
some very useful synonymes. The second 
coliirnii includes Xhv Kiiglish and vema- 
• cular names of every piant ; these last are 
particularly os^ul to the American tea- 
il<T. The third, which is merely taken 
U{» f)y tlu> r**fpn»npc of j^Pnera to Jussieu's 
naluriU nietiHtd, k neurly a bUuik, and 
nii^ht have been united with the first 
Th<' fourth and fifth describe the calyx and 
corolla of «-a< l) k^'HUs, to which the use- 
ful appcndagt> ol ihe colour <»f tiie flow- 
er is added. In the sixth cohmin a pe- 
culi.ir <li.i^no8tic di-finitlon of eiuli s|MM ie9 
is given in Latin : ;i!though tht se defini- 
tion are sufTicieutly comparative to dia- 
tin<;uish the species of tlus Prodromus, 
if Is to !)(> r»'';rciti'(l. that they are of- 
ten too sslioit, and that they will probably 
be found drlri tivc when the Flora of Phi- 
ladelphia shall be $;rrat!y enlarged. The 
«'f*vfnt!i ('(tlii/Mii il( s(TilK.'f« only Ihr fruit 
of each genus, and is very unnaturally 
serered from the 4th and &th. The hi^ 
ae«{oaintB tis wHh the time of flowering of 
enrh ^ivcie*, a proper appendage to a 
local Flora. 

About 900 species are enumerated by 
the author; but many of them an* culti- 
vat» d plants, and tliey are rl - t d ac- 
cording to tlie sexual aysteiu of J jniiirus, 
which appears to he yet in fashion in the 
> United States, because it is so in Eng- 
land ! The crj'ptojrrmMC pl.nitH nre, as 
usual, omitted, »'X< i'i)i the Ferns. This 
defect m all special Floras of North 
America, ia liicely to last until a classical 
work on tho^f plants bo publi?ht f|, for 
the benertt of the science, or for the use 
of compilers. 

As many rare and valuable plants are 
liPrt* emmuTMtrd, not "(mu'!?i!Iv Inoivn 
nativetj uf the neighbout iiuod oi l*liil;iil«'l- 
l^a, it may not be amiss to mention 
t^nmp of them; the following are there- 
fare s*^l«ctf'd.

THE cultivation of the Locust tree on 
Long Island and in otlier parts of this 
state has been attended to w ith consider- 
able profit to tlie n^riculttiral interest, but 
not mtli that earnestnesii wiiich Uic im- 
portance of the subject demands. This 
may have arisen from the difficultjr of 
propagatin)^ it by transplanting, or not 
underbtaudujg how to raise it from the 
seed. 

The locust tree is a native of the Uni- 
ted States, hut was not known north or 
cast of. the river Potomac, before the 
white settlers brought it Arom fbetiCG. It 
Is the Robiiua pseudo-acacia of LinnaMis, 
with a whiti* and frnjrnnit blossom. Tt 
has su]»erior udvaiitages for btauly or 
use to most trees of forei^ or domestic 
P*ovvth. The delicacy of its grrcii -hade 
is mmt ple.-isant ttithc t'V«*, nrul so .-.^r* *'- 
ahlc to vegetation, tliat tlie earth Ix utath 
a locust grove, or within the umbrage of 
a single tree, ir, rovered with a In\uii;iiit 
foliage of tender ^rass. The odour of its 
leaves is pleasant, but that of its papiliona- 
4nous blossoms is defightful. As an or- 
nimental tr<v it is not excelled by any 
forest tree of our own country. When in 
full fuUiige no tn^e has a more deficate ap- 
pearance to the ev« of the beholder, or a 
aMra afraeaUe abode to man or beast

Hiet«ocust is a trc»e of quick growth, 
the wood of "w hich is )u rd. durahlc. anil 
principally u.«;«'d in sl ip liuilding. To a 
country situated like the United States, 
with an extensive line of sea coast, pene- 
trated by nmnerous bays, and pving ris<* 
to many ^rreat rivers, whme banks are 
covered willi forests of extraordinary 
grow th, w hose soil if fertile, rkh and va- 
rie;^uted, and whose climate is agiveable 
and diversified by a «;rHdatinn of(e>rpera- 
ture ; to such a country, inhaftiled by an 
industrious and enter)>ris: I);; people, com- 
merce, both foreign and domestic, must 
constitute one of the principal employ- 
ments. As lone as the country posst sscs 
the necessary timber for ship biiilditig 
and tin- othjT advantnprs vvlii( h our situa- 
tion affords, the government will continue 
to be formidable to all other powtrn. 
We have w ithin oursehres four materials 
necessary for the compli t; n i.f strong 
and durable naval structuied. These are

Our "lir built 
fri^utf's" have horn rnmpared witli the 
iiruit^li oak, and htuod the test, and in 
SRiling, notiiing han e«{ualle<l the lleetnoM 
of some of our sharp vessels. The pre- 
yervatioti and cultivation of these neces- 
!*ary artii leo in ship building is a matter 
of iH*rtou9 consideration. It might not 
Ix'. amiss to 8u;5;i^< st Ui Th'- Congress of the 
tlnited States to prohibit the exportation 
aT them. The pine forvsts appear almost 
inexhaustible, and they will beso m aO 
proliab'.lity many generations to come ; 
.tMit the stiitely cedars of Mobile, and the 
lofty forests of Georgia, where the Uve- 
oak is of sturdy growth begin to disap- 
pear l>efore the axe of the woodman. 
The h»cast, a native of Virginia and Ma- 
ryland, is in such demand for foreign and 
domestic consumption, that it is called 
for before il can riltain its full u^i'. It has 
lieen cultivated as tar eastward a.s Hhode 
Island, but begins to depreciate in quality 
in that State, Insects attack it there 
^vhichare not found in New-York, or its 
luilive siUiaUous. Tliese give the timber 
a w*>rm«patcn apneanujcc, and render it 
Icsausefid. The locust has iH;en exten- 
sivoly raisf'd in the 8outh»>ni ji.irts of 
New-York, but the call for it has been so 
^real, that few trees attain any size before 
they have been wanted for use. Ht nce 
they are in <^reat demand and n> i<!y 
tt!id no ground can be appropriait^U lur 
any kind of timber with so much advan- 
tiige as locust. Besides its applicatiou 
to ship huihlint!:, it t"ct< nKh f I) tts^d for 
icnciug ; and for posts no timber will last 
loQi^r in or out of tlie ground. On Long 
laliiod, when? wood is scarce, and fencing 
timber in ♦rn nt th-nnnd. thf locust be- 
comes of much loetl importance from 
this drcumstanoe alone, independent of 
ita great consumption in this cit\' among 
ihe earpenti rs.

Looking, thrn, at our connexion with 
China as assiuninp new interest, let us 
int^uire bow far it may be extended. On 
this point we liave the experience of the 
English East India Company, though, it 
should be obser\ed, that their monopoly 
has a tendency to cramp the free exer- 
cise of those commercial functions whidi 
flourish best when least restrained. For 
instance, the carrying of sandal wood 
from the Feejee Islands to China, ooir 
pursued by the colonists of New South 
VVajps to great advantage, and in which 
wc might participate, is totally overlookp 
ed b^ tnat company. 

It IS clear, tliat any object which b cal- 
cuhtted to obviate tliat alarming drain of 
specie for the China mai^et, which, with 
cAher efib, ioclfaies tbebounee of trade 
agdmt us, desenres a very serious exami- 
nation. We must be prepared, however, 
in any such exnerimeuts, to experience 
^at naughty dndain of Uumgatn, and 
that indiltcn nce to trade on any other 
principle than a nu diinn of hnllion, for 
which China is remarlvable, and which 
it is better to yield to than opnoee. Our 
footing, at prest nt, is, liKe IJiat of the 
British, confuied to a small factory in the 
viciuily of the city of Canton, occupied 
by the sufferance of tiie court of Pekin, 
under strict regulation.s, d( >)ignaling the 
parties with whom, and the manner in 
M'hich tliat trade is to he conducted. The 
Koog merchants, so terin(>d, becMiie ex- 
pressly licensed hy the Cliinese govern- 
ment to have dealings with foreigners, 
are very limited in number, being in 179S 
twelve, and in 1808, incraaaed to four- 
teen. By these a summary power is ex- 
erdaed, as to tlie introduction or rejec- 
tion of artides, and the Chinese prejudi- 
ces, extremely abhorrent of innovation, 
have frustrated many attempts made to 
supply goods in barter for tneir commo- 
dities. In such eases die duties levied on 
inipoi t.itiuiis inadeoo^stmction between 
the finer and conr?er «hhrriptvons of 
goods. Olid tills not confined to tiie foreign 
importation, but aeeonipanying various 
ititemal duties in their pragress fhrou^ 
the empire.

Tin and cotton are articles, however, 
that forai some part of the consideration 
whidi dw Kong merchants consent t» 
receive in fschange for their teas, and are 
perhaps the least disadvantageous tiiat 
could be selected. The former article 
abounds in the islands of Banca and Ufa- 
lacca. It is also produced in considera- 
ble quantities on the western side of 
South Amerira. From these places, it is 
•alndatsd tin could be exported at lol. 
per ton, whereas the English East India 
Company pay to the counU' of Comivail 
801. per ton for the salw or the 800 tons, 
whi», by an act of Paiiiunent, tfiey aie 
required to export. 

The cotton supplied bv the East I|ldi% 
Company is shipped at BomfaaT a|i4 dn» 
nominated Surat cotton : thou^ not su- 
perior to our finest Georgia, it is more 
costiy in China, the cause of which is to 
be ascribed to the fai^ ntfe of ftniglit in 
the company's ships, arising from tiie ex* 
pense oi tlieir outfit and equipment. 

We have likewise beard that furs from 
our NorA West Coast, near the river 
Columbia andNootka Sonnd, have been 
procured in considerable quantities, and 
thence carried to China, where they were 
sold to a profit 

We mention these articles as fumisliing 
the best means we know of for adopting, 
as far as practicable, a commercial policy 
on the Principle of Barter round tl|e 
Cape of Good Hope. Where that seems 
incapable of extension, it appears our ob- 
vious interest to pursue the channel of 
tlie Black Sea ana the Caspian, as ofl^ 
ing a mart for manufactures, and that re- 
cinrocal exchange of commodities on 
which all commerce ought justiy to pro- 
ceed. By that, we may, through thn 
force of circumstimces, bring about what 
China may be unable to counteract, ^ iz. 
a traffic in teas over-land, and thus re- 
lieve ourselves fiom the bondage, conae- 
<|uent on the ohiipition to provide bul- 
lion. It is well known Uiat teas are in- 
jured by long voyages in a confined bold» 
where, especially in warm latitudes, diejr 
imdergo whiit is denominated a stceatf 
w liich hnpairs their fiavour and strength. • 
On tfiii aeeoint, caravan tea, brought 
over-land hi caravans from Chma, a^ 
wa5*8 commands a preference. It h un- 
necessary, therefore, to dilate on Uie im- 
portance of sndi a trade^ which jouM to 
the advantage of a supttlar comOMkitf 
an unlimited vent for our cargoes.

The Conbdaudioii 
produro}* together nnr! separately the- 
itoundsi of the piano-forte, and of four 
flutes, which play with such precision 
and accuracy, tfa»t the illusion is com- 
plete. The Automaton out rotes 
with double sounds. But the^ie iustiu- 
mentSy though highly curious, are surpass- 
ed by tfie Harmonicord. It is shaped 
like an uprip:ht pi.tno-forte ; a cylinder is 
adapted to it, and turns at a very smaU 
Astinee from the springs, which are the 
same as those of the piano. By presring 
down tlie krys, A\1iicn embrace four oo- 
tavearaiid a half, the friction is effected. 
Two pedals serves to make the rotation 
of the cylinder quidcer or slower, and to 
render the vibration stronger or weaker.

Considering the season, and the wann- 
ni*s« of the weather, the city during this 
interval, maybe pronouiiced to have been 
remarkablv' healthy. The number of 
deaths, indeed, amount, according to the 
New-Vork Dills of Mortiility, to one-fifth 
more than for June; — hut tliia numerical 
augmentation appeiuii to have arisen not 
so much from an increase in the quantun\ 
as from a rh.ujge or transmutation of the 
character of diseases. The recurrence of 
certain trains of morbid action, as connect- 
ed wiUi different seasons of the year, must ' 
be oh\ioiis to every (»l)s«'n ing physician. 
We ofte'n s<*e a renewal and succession of 
nearly the same kind of dis«'^ses year af- 
ter year; and simultaneous with the de- 
cline of some particular class of disorders, 
we may many times date the rise and 
pnigress of another class of affections 
equally, or, perhaps, more numerous. This 
principle has b«M'n strikingly exemplified 
in the two last montlis. While there has 
been a gradual diminution of diseases of 
the inmimmatory diathesis, then has 
taken place a proportional augmentation 
of those disorders of the priniae viae, that 
are mostly peculiar to tlie summer heata> 
particularly cholvra, dysentery, and di»r"^ 
rhcBa.

The cases of cholera, inserted in the 
foregoing catalogue, bccnmd duetyui 
ehildren, who, from th^-.ir ^reat irritabi- 
lity, which rt:ad»'r5 thfin more susccpti- 
lile of ejtcitement by the iiummer he^its, 
are peculiarly the ttri»jects of this eoin- 
plaint It h most obstinate and fatal 
when joined with thf additional irritation 
of teetlung. This disease, though exteo- 
flively dimised duriiig fliis montn, hes riot 
bem attended with extraordinary rio- 
lanoe or fatality. It h t^, however, in 
iBinvcasca, manifested much obstinacy; 
^fiemng with difficulty to the onlinary 
modes of treatment ; and sometimes run- 
n\r\z into a chronic stage,or rather tedioHs 
fiiarriicea, notwithstanding the employ- 
neDt of the most ae6ve and approved 
lelDBd^e8^— on occurrence that maybe 
accounted for, from the predisposition to 
the disease being constantly kept . up by 
tile foul air of tiie dty, and more espe- 
cially by the relaxing effects of a neoAy 
uniform and continued course of hot wea- 
ther, it is under such circumstances, 
that remoTsil to the pore and cool atmoa- 
phere of the country or sea shore, proves 
so efficacioiT^ in the chol»>ra of infants; 
often succetHiiiifc in effecting a recovery 
from an.apparent liopdiess state.

PiiilUps abounds, are the 
use of the possessive case, with its govern- 
ing noun, instead of using tlie preposition

of ailitcralions, and the use of words,.end- 
ingin "less;" of the latter, if hecannotftnd 
any, he makes them. Tims, thesespeeches 
are full of such phrases as " worid's 
vanity," " world's decoration," "worid*8 
wealth,** "world's frown," " friend's per- 
fidy," " nature's loveliness," " heaven's 
melody," " altar's pledge," " world's chi- 
valry.*' His aOiterations are innumera^ 
ble : v^c will quote a few. " The fttnl 
and the rnlgar and the rile;" " the mer-- 
ciless murderci-, may liave manliness to 
plead f ** #bame, xin, and sorrow **^thc 
/right/uiybrmofmce,j9haotomof mflmni-

Cur- 
ran's speeches in behalf of those who were 
tried for treason, the speeches, for in- 
stance, in behalf of Kownn and Finrrty, 
for purity of style, — variety of know- 
iedge, strength and ingenuity of align- 
ment,— dtjpth of thought,^feudity of al- 
lusion, — unaffj'rtcd fr-nour of emotitm, 
and splendour ajid pertinency of illustra- 
tion, are as far above any tNng Mr. Phil- 
lips lias ever produced as "from tlw cen- 
tn-, thricp to the utmo*5t pole;" and yet, 
powerful as tijey were,they could not pro- 
doe a verdict of acquittal. And why 
could tliry not?

The imagination, of which Mr. Finlay 
speake, belongs almost exclusively to the 
poet ; tile inspiration of the orator, is pas- 
sion, it is tli.'it divine warmth of suuT, 
which gives to the lips of the orator, an 
energy as if they iutd been lonlud with 
a live coal from off the altar. Or if great 
orators ha\ e soim lim»'s 1)» i n «)i;itii;gii)sh- 
ed for the richness oi tiu ir iane\ , tiiey 
have been cautious of indulgbg it, and in 
fact, even IftetV eloquence has been most 
powerfd!, when itoas been mostdireoC 
and simple.

Sir Ulick came down to his seat, and sent 
for our hero, to ' ronmiunicate something 
to his advantage,' — w liich proved to be 
the reversion of £80,000 the death of 
tlie widow of his fatli* r, m the In^es* 
She wn« a second wife, and having 
brouglit him a large fortune, Capt Or* 
mond at his death left; it solely to her and 
his child b^ her, with reversion to his 
e!d<st <«on, m ca<«e of their death, w ithout- 
lineal heirs. This was now accom* 
pfished. 

After his accession to his fortune, Or- 
mond rc'sidffd some time \\]\h Sir Ulick, 
became acquainted with the families of 
distinction m the vidnity; and amused 
himself in gf ttins; in love, and getting Oifl 
again. Moi-tified by the last instance of 
bis foUy he set out on a tour to fUs»pate 
his chagrin. As he was quite a stranger 
to Sir Ulick*s real character, he was much 
surprised to hear him spoken of with con- 
tempt in several mixed companies, and 
his gratitude on one occasion getting the 
better of his good sense, he fou^t a duel 
on the «5ubject. He was wounded, hut, in 
tlie fair author's opinion, merited and 
gained reputation by bis powess.

THE work before us, h:is no higher 
claim than to the title of a mere 

compilation; but conipihitiint- are some- 
timrs very u**eful wh« n pm[)erly and 
skiUulIy executed, and this manual pro- 
fessinfi^titirity as its avowed object, it may 
bf ii:cumb»'nt to exani'ui;' liow far this di- 
fliih-ratuni has he»'naltained. It is ushered 
under th«* p;ttrtMmge of the members of 
the Botanical Cla.^H in WiHiams* College, 
Massacliuselts, Hu- ul.o u?ie it appears 
to have h^ '-n cu'npiled, and w ho«e thanks 
are olTerrd to the author for his pains. 
While it must be highly gi^tifying to ob- 
i»<;rve that as ma-'v as fixty-tliree stu- 
dents have si;;n' d thr;t adflress, and at- 
tended the lectures ou iuineralo^y and 
botany, delivcn t by the auUior in tliat 
College, and while they express tbehr gm^ 



titude towards him in terms liixhly 
commendable* it may be proper ti* iiint, 
that student!^ are nf>t in genemi tlie best 
judges of what is most useful io their 
pursuits. What tliey deem such, may of* 
ten prove othenvise, and they aie hut 
seldom enahl««d to (h tecf tlic prrors of 
their teachers, while they are taieht to 
consider tlicm as dwtriues and tnitos.

We ai'e however happy to 
observe, that even witli us, Messrs* Gor- 
H'a and RafineHtpfe are endear ouring to 
introduce arid teach 4h<-' method ul na- 
ture, and Mr. iu. has witlt much propriety 
noticed to which of the orders or Jes- 
sieu, evt ry j^c r.us beloiisr'*. He has like- 
wi.sc added a reference tO the natutai or« 
dt rs of Linnieus. 

By tlie title of this manual, we were 
led to expect, that all the plants of the 
states nortli of Virginia, wt re to be de- 
scribed ur at least to be cnuuieratcd ; but 
such is not the case. Only the genera 
are described, a few species o f rai fi Fhe- 
no2:aiT;ouH jrenii:, ard Ferns, (j)artirularly 
bucii Miecies as arc lound in Connecticut 
and InasBachusetts,) and only one spcdea 
of every ollu r Cryptogamous genus; — 
t!ie wjiole inii:ht have been added with 
great propriety, and it would not have 
much swelled the volume. By Ais ad* 
dition we slmntd Iiave had a complete 
lijanual guide lor Herhorisations, Stc. 
nuich clieaper and less bulky diau Fiu^h ; 
but now, many pbntii will be found by 
the student and the Botanist in their 
walks, anil exrur-!on>;, which they will 
be unable to iind ui irAn manual ; but let 
them not on that account think that 
they are new.

We should, however, feel very 
unwiflinff to discourage similar attempts 
of thr same author or any otlwr, but 
should merely recomni»MMl Th» ni to ac- 
quaint themselves thorouglily with iiie 
laws, Ian j^iagc, and situation of the adence 
both at home and abroad, before thev 
venture to puhli-h their lucubrations :>7id 
obscrx ations ; and w e ought to warn them 
against mistaking partial or superficial 
knowledge, for requisite attainmeDt and 
needful sriencf*. 

In particular reference to ilie author of 
this work, in which we are hajij>y to per- 
ceive much zeal and knowledge,' we ad-

worthy pursuits, but lot iiira endeavour 
to acquire such additional information as 
may \h\ n*qnisite, in order to enahlr him 
to improve Itis future lal>ours,and it w onld 
be more gratjiying to perceive hira here- 
after directing them towards works of a 
orij^inal nature, or to the statement of 
facts and obser\ritinns, rather than lilt 
cojnpilation of names and phrases.

rati d accounts of ancient or unknown 
writers. Whenever they neither mi ntion 
the scales nur liiil of their Sea Serpents, 
or when they assert they bad no scales, 
or had gills or fins, you must in all (hose 
instances be certiiin i^t t they are re;U 
fishes rather than Sejpeiii;,. There might 
however be found some Sea Snakes vrltb- 
out srales, since there are such land snake?, 
and there are fighe'^ with scale-, and yet 
uiihout lins ; but there arc no fishes with- 
out gills, and no snakes or seipents with 
gill^ ! in that important character the elas- 
»ical distinction consists.

Snakes to the ijin^c eels or fishes they 
happened to observe ; tiiis I ujiprebend 
b th»case with Pontopidan in h» Natimil 
History of ?S(»nvay, with Mongitorc iu 
his remarkable objects of Siciiy, \viih L«*- 
guat lii his travels to Rodriguez-island, 
Ice. Their observations, and the &ctB 
they record, are uotw ithstanding e(|ually 
valuable, .since they relate to monstnnre 
uuknown fishes, which seldom fall uude? 
the observation of men.' The individuals 
of huge species are not numerotis in na- 
ture, either on land and in water, and his 
probable tlicy often Ijecome extuict for 
Want of food or reproduction. 

Amonir the four ciilTerent animals which 
have lately ficen (»l>-< rved by American?, 
and named Sea-Serpent«, only one (tlie 
Massachusetts Serpent) apjtears to be 
such: another i^evidi titiy a rish,a&dtwo 
are d. >ubtful, 1 shall offer a few remarks 
ou eacli.

It is evidently a real Sea-Snake, 
belonging probably to the genus Pdamis, 
and I propoM to call MPdamio megophiaSf 
which means great sea-snake Pelamis. It 
might however he a peculiar K<'nu'^. which 
the loug euual scales seem to iiidicale,and 
which a closer examination might have 
decided : in tliat case the name of Mego^ 
phxas momttntofnts might have been ap- 
propriated to it 

f , Copt. Brmm*§ Sea Serneni, lUs 
Ash was obfeei ved by capt. Brown in a 
voyag^e from America to St. Petersburg, 
in July, 181G, near 60 N. latitude and f 
W. longitude, or north of Ireland. In 
swimmii^g, the head, neck, and fore part 
of the body stood upright like a ninst ; it 
was surrounded hj porpoises and fishes.

On- the 8d July, 
1817, one was seen in luke Erie, .i miles 
from land, by tlif crrw of a 'schooner, 
wliich Wds d;> or 40 feet long, and one foot 
tn diameter ; its colour was a dark ma- 
ho;;any, nearly black. This account IS 
v^ry imperfect, and does not even notice 
if it had scales; therefore, it must remain 
doubtful whether it was a snake or a llsh* 
T am inclined to believe it was a fish, un- 
til otherwise convinced : it might be a ji- 
gautic a|>ccies of eel, or a species of tiie 
above genus OetipoB. Until s«en again, 
and better describ4-d, it n)ay Iv r<^rded 
und -r fho name o(^nguiUa gigaSf or gi- 
gantic eel.

r\. The aneurism was too high and 
lar-e to admit either of the extcroalor 
common ili ir being secured, and as tb** j 
«ac had ><lou;!;hed and hannorrhage had 
begun, it wan tlioiigbt justifiable to 
a Bgature aroimd tM aorta itself, li^^' 
a dangerous, but it was a demirr rfsor* 
An incision was made three or foiiriodw^ 
long, through the pafietcs of the 
men, on the left side of thenrnbiikiB: 
the intestines were pi:.die<l a-'ah", I"" 
vessel detached from tin- surrounding 
parts and membranes by tlie fore finp- 
of the right hand, which was kept aadtr 
the #Ttery till the comnio;i unt nrisni; 
needle was introduced, when one ligatun" 
was applied. Tjic ends of Uic liga^ 
were brought out at the ex1en)al womKlr 
tlie integuments were placed in d tt MU i 
and then secured by a quill suture. ' 
Freriouslj to t!iu operation an atteinp' 
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vna made to suppress th«t hieniorrhaj;e 
hy pressinf!^ on the abiiomni, hut this 
failecL The ftpcratiuu did not produce 
any extraordinary pain. The man lived 
two days after it — on disiiectioii it appear- 
ed tliat no p irt of the intcwtiucH, and no 
veins had hi-m included itt the li<;aturc. 
The aorta had been rendered completely 
impervbus by it^there was no evid«Micc 
of j)erit(>n(>al inflammation, and nothing, 
l>t>.2>idt;s the ancuiismid tumouTi appear- 
fid 'Unnatural within the cavity ot the 
aiidottten. It may \m proposed as a 
qtH^stioii, ^<*h?it was tJu- iinnb di.tN' r:iii<f 
of t)ie m;m'3 death? 31r. Cooper bug- 
gpflted no e.\j)lanatir>n. Thtt patient seem^ 
ed in tolciMhle good hf^altli previous to 
the operation. I do not knfuv how we 
shall urcount for his sinking .so suddenly, 
unless we call in the aid of the old doc- 
trine of sympathy. Ac< or»lio^ to ihat, 
the genei-ai system rerfhcd \ iolint a 
shock from the operation, that it was un- 
able to rally ib vital forces; it made an 
attempt at rcwstniu-'-, Imt floding itielf 
un(>(pi;d to the task, it sunk under the 
effoit. 

By the same reasoning we explain why 
there were no appearances of pcsitoneal 
■ 1 iraniation ; tJie constitution was so pa- 
r. lu.od, that it could not react, it could 
not exert suHIcieat power to institute an 
inilammatory proccas, 

Th(,ii;:!i iliih t'xprrii,i(>:)l has fiuled, yet 
as a r.M t, it is very interesting in a surgi- 
cal iuid physiological point of view, it 
s!iow3 that the vehsel can be tied in the 
living })udy — and what is < unoii<", that 
littlr alteration was made in th<- pulse at 
tlie wrist, by thus cutting off the circula- 
tion from the inferior half of the system. 
It might have l)i m ciuiji cturcd, that 
symptoms of l'()llge^^tioll in th<' head and 
l>reast would have ari:>i:n, but noue &uch 
occurred. The moat }>rominent change 
]»roduced was a p'liu In tlu* nhdomcn» 
which tin- nitifiit comp;u^d to a siusa- 
tion oi burning lead being in his belly. 
The artery was tied in the eretiing at 10, 
and this pnin had chiefly subsided the 
n«-xt iTKirniug. But I ^^ill not be longer 
tedious in the dctui of the case ; you will 
Arohably soon see the pariicularBpiib- 
likhed in a more interesting form. 

I cannot forbear mentioning to you .in- 
ather surgical operation, which, Uiough 
old in its form, is new in its appfiealion. 
Mr. C — tied the femoral julery in the 
usual place, in ^ hny affertcd with the din- 
ease commonly chilled the tiartiudoes leg. 
His object here ¥ras to lessen, suddenly, 
the quantity of arterial circulation in the

opportunity of removing the secreted 

matter, fnsti r than it oould he drposited 
by Uie arteries. He bad been induced 
til believe, from observing the languor of 
tlie circulation in the leg, after thr ope- 
mtion for popiitial amnirii^nj, that in the 

iirescnt instance, it would be so lon^^ hv- 
'art the circulatiori would be coro[)lete]y 
restored by luiastomosis, that the absoi^ 
lierits, havuig the bal:uice of action in 
their favour, would not only maintain itr 
so as to remove the present enlargement, 
but also, to prevftnt any future accuDMl* 
lation. Will II the op< ration ^^r\% j)pr- 
formed the right h>g was ten inches tai^r 
in circumference than the left In about 
u fortnight afterwards, it had becomes' 
diminishfKl to nenrly the same size with 
the healthy limb. This was very grati- 
fjing to Mr. Cooper; the absorbents had 
performed the laliour he had pro^ted 
fiT thi ni— thoy hnd removwl ori- 
ginal depo^Uon ; it remained now to be 
provexi, that they could prevent any 
future enlargement. The boy was dis- 
rharprd from the hoflpitnl, and in about a 
month he returned with liisleg as large as 
it had been before. This sequel had been 
anticipatfd by some, but tns ptlMpect of 
introdueitip- :\ ne"fnl iinprovement seemed 
to iVIr. Cooper suiliciently encouraging to 
make the attempt. I admire his enter- 
prise ; it bears bun along to the nobles^

This was n special action on the case 
against iirirashaw, tr^ at the Septemr. 
wer tenn of this court, before hisHenoor 
the Recorder, for fehely and deeehfully 
reromTnendin^ one Abel Woosterto the 
plaintitl as a inan of property ; whereby 
the plaintiir wis faidueea to pw% credit to 
Wooster, and aftirwaids lost his debt 
The facts at they ipMind ou tba ftri*t 
«L 
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were as rollowit. T^ie p:tl^y had incapa- 
dtateii tlie plaiuti^ lor Uic grocery bust- 
iien» in whieb Iw wm engaged, and hb 
wife had her industrious management 
of it, acquired four hundred and evenly 
doUars. The defendant, who wait weil 
a^uainted uritfa the plaintifT, and inibna- 
tfiL Uiat his wife bad ttiat amount of 
mon<*y in hrr pos^f^s^ion, n'lvisod her not 
tp part with it unUl lie atiould point out a 
penoii to wlioiii H might be iiafely intrust- 
ed, and at thesaoMtimo teutiODed h< r 
tipver to (lepnsjtR monny in nny of ihc 
banks, as liiere was not one oftliem g'»od 
ffr any thing On the ZMX of February, 
181Q, the defendant camo with Wooster 
\d the wife of tlie plaintiff, and advised 
bttr to loan Wooster tha}. amount Woos- 
tar was at thh time an utter atmiiger to 
plaintiQ* and hii fiimily. The defend- 
ant rerrivf ii the money, nt»d Wooster 
gftve his niite with Grim^hun's ofidorso- 
ment at (50 days. It nnj'e.ircd tliat the 
defendant ami >Voosler were confedera- 
ted for tlil>> kind of decef»tion, and had 
succesifuily practi^d it ou several ocea- 
sioiM — that Wooster, though at that time 
posseseod of a considcniblo stock of 
crcf'kfry, wa.s in l);id credit, and that be- 
ibre he Tailed in July followinp, hi^d con- 
fessed a jud|;nicnt in favour of tlje de- 
fendant for etcht thousand dollars, under 
Which the df'Tendant sold and approprin- 
ibd to his usc^atl the property at t|iat time 
io the possession of Wooijter. 

WiUcins objected among other things 
fiiat all evidenre of fraudulent represen- 
tation was met and rebutted by tne fart, 
4|^t the ddTendaot endoi^ed the liotx oi 



Wooster, ;ind 1h»'v»Jjy made him^lf Sa- 
ble for tile ainouul, aui tiieretore theaittt 
ought to have dmo brought agaSaat hia 
as endorser of the same. ' 

Price contended that the ohifrtlon ws^ 
not placed upon Uie ground on which the 
pUdnliir was entitled to recover. Deceit 
and damace were the foundstioD of this 
action, audif the plaintilT had sustained 
a loss by this ialse representation of the 
defendant, it was immaterial faj whoa 
tiionote was endorsed. Inquinesasto 
the credit of third persons were fremirrrt- 
ly made with confidence in the veracity, 
rather than the pecuniary eircumstancei 
of the informant ; and il a man not worth 
a cent :ihoiild be Inijuin d of a? to the io- 
aoh ency of his neighbour, liis worthlm 
hahility for the amount, could never ei* 
cusc a mi^irepresentation made iritfl the 
intent and effect of pn jn lieing another. 

The Court charged the jury, that if 
they were of opinion that the defeoduit 
knowing Woobter to be insolvent, lepie' 
seuted him to be a man of good credit, ! 
:md the piaintifT adv.iiieed and lo>t Itis 
money by means of such n presentation, 
there could be no doubt' of we phintiiPs 
rij^lit to recover. In .1 ronimunit\- liVr- 
ours, it was all iinpottuut to rei»tniin and 
punish all fraudulent designs on tlie fair 
dctaler. Prom all the evidence, he had no 
doulit that Grimshaw know tlie circum- 
stances of Wooster to be despenf*^— that j 
he misrepresented them to tlie oUiutiJ— 
and that Wooster thus obtained the mo- 1 
ney in question.

To convince such of the LtifJbmnit who

And w*-n' it in my power, and 
tii»' Grrek and Hebrew werr ti^ common 
with us an the Latin, and contained such 
oxccllent church music, and p^ahnody as 
tiie Latin does, it would be mv wish to 
i;^'" all the four Innguages alternately, 
Sunday after Sunday, so as to sins and 
read in German, Latin, Greek ana He- 
brew. I do not in any wise hold with 
tfiDsi' who confine themselves to onp lan- 
giKij^f only, and despise all others ; for I 
wish in such manner to raise our people 
and youth as to become sefrtceiible to 
Christ, in other qiinrtrr'^, and be able to 
converge with the inhabitants of foreign 
t ounti'ies ; otherwise we i»hall fall into 
* fte predicament of the Waldenses, in

Bohemia, who have kept tlxeir faith tf^ 
long a prisoner to their language, that 
they cannot converse with any one, so an 
to be imderstood, unless he fir:-T Itarn theit 
tongue. The Holy Spirit did not thuSi 
conduct in the beginning of Chriatianity. 
He did not tarry at Jci;^aalem until me 
whole world should tliere colltct to Icarili 
the Hebrew language ; l»ut lie endowed 
the Apostles wiUi divers kiuds ui longue^ 
to enable them, wherever they came, to 
prrarh the Gospel of Christ. 'I'hi^ ex- 
ample 1 would rathur follow, and it is ju t 
thai uur youth should be exercised in dix^ 
ferent languages, not knowing what par- 
tic >dar purpose the Lord may calltOMO 

to fuini." 

Various were tbp trials which beset the 
path of tins faithful servant of Christ; 

yet was it " as tlie shining light, that 
shineth more and more unto the pedbd 
dav." 

In his conduct be was upright V& 
piety was pure — his character spotless.^*— 

If in manner was rather reservea, but can^ 
did. lie was studious, almost to excessp 
yet agreeable to aH who enjoyed bis com- 
pany. He did the xoork of an evangditl^ 
and made full proof of hu wimsfnj. Hii 
duties were uischarged with couscieor 
tionsaess and fidelity. The poor, tba 
rich, and all, within the widening field of 
his useful and benevolent labours, found 
in him not only the faithful Pastor and 
lineod, but the practical observer also of 
that beautify avangetical precept: Love 
thy neigbbonr as tnyself, Lonj^ will b^ 
live in ttielr grateful and afifectiooate ro^ 
membrance. 

Hi.s sermons evinced that UbBcal crifi^, 
ci^m nna his peculiar province. At tho 
same time they breathed auch a spirit of 
piety, such a tender concern for tne mo- 
ra] and religious improvement, and ibf 
the eternal salvation of his hearers, 39 
gave them an immediate access to th^ 
heart With this were combined tlie ad* 
vantages of a graceful and dlgnUled pea* 
son, an excellent ^ oir/', a perspicuous 
st}ie, an original and unaffected manrer, 
and a persuasive eloquence in both (hp 
languages in ^\hich he officiated. 
administration of the Apostolic rite of cow 
finnation was always peculiarly solemn 
and impressive. 

These devout occasions leftnotamMil 
trnn^ient frlnw. Of ihin m^iny piouji 
Christians arc ready to bear witne=55, ^vho 
in their lives and conversation bet«>r<' God 
acknowledge, that their hearts are yet 
W:inn with the religious impreSSioQi 
which then they first recfeived.

Tti* y itv striking eridenoM of the «;xt«nt 
o4' lu.>i ivHi «^ (iv»' exercises, and <'t ihn 
sLrcuj^^th ut lu:» laental powers. poi li- 
cd piec< -8, as wcU as ms eompositioiit io 
K' nenU, bear witness of liis refined im- 
uerstanding, H'* \v» II as of fho gtxidn*--^-* 
of his hciut. 'Some ot tii^ LitUtiry pro- 
ductkma ta the English and Gtrwtut 
languagas hare from tune to time met the 
jrv^rnlir eye. TTi-^ p.trtical altfinpts in the 
/RrencA, and mm*' of tlie dead languagest 
were not unsucceiisful. In addition to 
these be had made eonaklendile pro^^ress 
hi Bdgli^h vcrsiooB of some of fan Latin 
and Ureek poet5. 

Many of liis eomposilions however 
hnvfi recciveti th. liiiishing touch of tfio 
author; and il n U a »electiori for pul>- 
licaliou has bceu contemphited, it yet, 
atom Tariotts cauaes, has not lieen made. 

But unsearchable is tiie teuidom, im» 
pervious are the desi^tis of tlic Great and 
incompi'ehensihle Jrhovali, wfirtsr j?ood- 
neHs is infinite, hut who<it wuys art jtast 
Jimiin r out ! 

To Mind ;ind erring man it might have 
iteerat'd, tiiat Uik accomplished scholar, 
this pious ser%iuiL ui Chrisst, was di^^isned 
for extensive wefuhiess, and aectved to 
hid fri.'nds and to the church a fair and 
deceitful |»rospect nf lpii<:th of days, 
let God, in bis unULiujniahie providence, 
had othermae determined. Few had 
hct ij ({le y<!ars of tliis precious youth, 
when ti)*' f tcnial Father called him tor&- 
cPit e his crown. 

Being seized with ft fever, whidi seem- 
ed in it i ra\-ages to defy all the powers of 
the healing arl, Mr. S. w^s coTT^rious of 
Jii^j ajiproacbiog di^soiutiori, — he looked 
towards it with the nladd mien, and cahn 
resignation of a Christian. He pa »ted 
for the inheritance of the siiintif in liirht. 
Without a murmur, he desired that 
** mortality might be swallowed up of 
Iife,"~t}nt h«- init^hl " h,: with Chi i<t, 
which is f ir betli;r." Evti ndiuj; towartis 
heaven his enfee.bled arms, and exclaim- 
ing with a Toice in wUch Jiis whole soul 
' appeared to givv utterance : — I caii to my 
God — [ die — / am ready. — II ♦» breathed 
his kuit, on the 30th of January, 1815, ia 
Ipe t&fJi year of hn age !

joy to his afiectionaie parents, rebtivis 
aim acquaintAnoes, as well as an ona^ 
nieut to society, and to his sacred oftes^ 
when a wise Pro^idrnre permitted an in- 
flammatory fever in the hlouni of youUi, 
to destroy hb florid vigour, wbidn had 
been devoted to the service, of ^ God, 
and the welfare of hi^ fe]lo"iv-m»»n.

He is to he elccli d with 
a lieutenant-governor, biennially ; the co- 
vcriior can only sustiend judgments, &c. 
until the meeting 01 the legislalnre, when 
that body determines w'betljer to reprieve 
ornot ; he is to sign iiis name to com- 
missions ; he is to approve all biUs before 
fhey iKJComc laws, nut if he disam»rove, 
and a majority pass them r.p lin, f!i. y be- 
come laws; he is to fill temporary \acjm- 
I'ics ; be is to preside and have a %'ote in 
the senate ^vlien that body siis > a coun- 
cil of appointment ; he Is. on extraonlina- 
ry occabiuns, to convtrnc the legi>latnre. ; 
in case of death, &c. the lieutcnant-go- 
v4'rnor is to iUl tlu onicf of governor un- 
til the next periodical rleotitm.

IN the Dedication of liis^Descrted Vil- 
lage" to Sir Joshua llej/nolds, alrt-ady 
uoticrd, Goldsmith alludea to [\ui death of 
his eldest hrotiicr) Henry, the clergyman , 
and his various biographen record an* 
ftlher, Maurice, >vlio was a youngr r bro- 
ther, and of whom it is stated, by Bishoj^ 
Perc3% that having been bred to no busi- 
M^/he, upon some occasion, complain^ 
(xl to Olif er th;it he found it difficult to 
live like a getitlemaii. To this Oliver 
wrote him an answer, begj^'mg that he 
vouldf without delay, quit bo unproflteUe 
a tr.ide, and hetake himself to some 
han(heraft employment, Maurice ^visc- 
ij, as the Bishop adds, took the hint, and 
Doand himself apprentice to a cabinet- 
in;»ker, and when out of his indentures 
setup in hu«ii)rvt^ for himself, in which he 
i^'as engaged during the viceroyalty of 
the late Duke of Rutland ; and bis shop 
being in Dublin, he was noticed by Mr. 
Orde, since Lord B<»!ton, tlie Lord Lieu- 
tenant's Secretary, who recommended 
him to the patronaga of the Duke, out of 
roeard to the memory of his brother. 

In consequence of tliis, he rrre ived the 
-apj>uintment of inspector oi licenses in 
Inat metropolis, ana was also 'employed 
as mace bearer, by the Royal Irish Aca- 
demy, then just established. Both of 
Uiese places were compatible witli his 
husiness: and in the formerhe gave proof 
of great integrity by detecting a fraud 
committed on the revenue in his df iv;n't- 
ment ; and one by which he himself 
Miight have jproited, if he had not been a 
man of principle. He has now been dead 
not more than fifteen years ; I enter more 
i>articularly into liis history, from liaving 
aaenthe fwowine passage in ane of 01^ 
ver's letters to hira : " You talked of be- 
hip; my only brother — I donl understand 
you. Where is Charles ?" 

Tt&tt indeed, was a question whieh 
Maurice could not answer then, nor tor 
many years afterwards ; but as the anec- 
dote is curious, and I have it from a friend 
on whose authority lean rely, I shall give 
it a place here nearly in his own words. 

My friend informed me, that whilst 
travt liing in the stage coach towards Ire- 
Ihnd, in tlie autumn of 1791, ha was join- 
ed at Oswestry b^ a venerable looldng 
gentleman, who, m the course of the 
morn ing^ mentioned that his name was 
AnMfsml ; whan one of the party ob- 



senred, that if he was going to Irelantf, 
that name would be a passport for him* 
The stranger smiled, and asked tlie reason, 
why ? to which the other replied, that 
^hi' memory of Oliver was embalmed 
amongst his countrymen. A tear plistt n- 
ed in the stranger^s eye, who inmitdial^- 
ly answered, I am his brother.^ Tba 
gentleman who had first made the r^b* 
serration on the name, looked doubtingly^ 
and 6aid, "He has but one brotlier Uv« 
kng ; I know him well** ** True, replM 
the stmnp;er, for it may he said that f am 
risen from the dead, l .'iving been for 
many yeers supposed to be no longer in 
the land of the living. I am Charles, dm 
youngest of the family. Oliver I know 
IS dead ; but of Henry and Maurice I 
know nothing.^' 

On being inf<Mrmed of various particu- 
lars of his family, the stranger then told 
his simple tale ; which was, thnt lim ing 
heard of his brother Noll mixing ui liie 
first society of London, he took it for 
ffranted that his fortune wa.s made, ajid 
tuat he could soon make a brother's also ; 
lie therefore left home without notice ; 
hat soon found, on his anival in London, 
that the picture he fcirmtd of his broth rr'b 
situation was too liiplily coloured ; that 
Noil would not introduce him to his great 
friends, and, m fact, that^ although outef 
a jail, he was also often out of a lodcng. 

Disgusted with this entrance irtto ni^ 
Zt/e, and ashamed to return houic, the 
)'oung man left London without aeqasint- 
mg his bmther with his intentions, or 
even writing to his friends in Ireland ; 
and proceeded, a poor adventurer, to Ja- 
maica, where he Uved, for many years, 
without ever renewing an intercourse 
with his friendK, and by whom he was, 
of cour.se, supposed to be dead j though , 
OKver may, at first, have imaghied trat 
he had returned to Ireland. Years now 
passed on, and young Charles, by indus- 
try and perseverance, b^an to save some 
property ; soon after whieh he married 
a widow lady of some Iwtune, when liis 
young family requiring the advantages of 
further education, he deteiminad to re- 
turn to England, to emnfaie faito the 
state of society, and into the ^fopri^ of 
brinfrinc: (uer n!'=' r. ife nnd family; on this 
project he was tlien engaged, and was 
proceeding to Irdand to rmk his nativa 
home, and with the intention of maknig 
hrmsi If known to such of his relatives aa 
might still be living.
